cannot be driven or have not been 
used for seven consecutive days 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "in an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours unless it is in an enclosed ga- 
rage." 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those rules were 


written, to keep junk heaps off the 
street. But those rules do not fit my 
situation." 


The car's front fender and grill 


were damaged in an accident in Sep- 
tember 1975, but the car was still 
dnveable. Mrs. Koby said she and her 
husband planned to get if fixed when

The sun never set on Chicago May- 


or Michael A. BUandic's election. 


They had not even lighted the 


streetlights before the vote was count- 
ed, the speeches made and the bal- 
loons cut loose. 


On the stage of the Bismarck 


Theatre, Bilandic, a man and a name 
most people never heard of six 
months ago, stood between his aged 
mother, Minnie, and his flashy fiancee 
Heather Morgan. He was now the 
people's choice to head the nation's 
second biggest city. 


"I will work In the same manner to 


help all Chicago neighborhoods and 
our downtown, the neighborhood that 
belongs to all the people," the soft- 
spoken Bilandic said. 


IT WAS AN appropriate summation 


of a campaign that had promised a 
continuation of the policies, if not the 
pizzazz, of the late Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley. 


Officially, the election ended at 7:15 


p.m. Tuesday when Chicago Aid. Den- 
nis Block conceded defeat. But unoffi- 
cially, the election was over before it 
ever began. 


Bilandic, 64, trounced his 28-year- 


old opponent Chicago style, capturing 
00 per cent of the relatively small 
number of voters who turned out.

robbery and burglary charges. 


"It's been a long night," Mrs. 


Walsh said. "The law covered him 
(Perez) beautifully. The accused 
rights' were honored more than my 
father's." 


Dinverno, 57, was found in April 


1975, bound hand and foot and shot in 
the head several times at close range 
in his fashionable home at 404 In- 
verdale Dr., near Barrington. Police 
theorized he had surprised burglars. 


The verdict came after two weeks 


of testimony and one week of pretrial 
motions. Judge Duff today will decide 
whether the other man accused in the 
case, Arthur Perez (not related), 30, 
will be tried immediately.

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance,and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. If voters 
favored the 


a m e n d m e n t , they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Inverness Village Pres. Russell Puzey said the village will file 


suit in an attempt to block development of a SO-acre subdivision 
which was annexed Monday by Hoffman Estates. Puzey said Hoff- 
man Estates Village Pres.

stitutional in a case stemming from a Rockford obscenity charge. 
Lake County prosecutors contend the ruling applies only to the 
Rockford case, which is before the U.S. Supreme Court. Prose- 
cutors say obscenity charges in other cases in the state have been 
upheld.

Tuesday to bar Uganda's President 
Idi Amin from gatecrashing the Com- 
monwealth conference. Radio Uganda 
said Amin was nevertheless on his 
way, and diplomats in Kenya believed 
he stopped in Libya to plan his route. 


Government officials said Britain 


never before had closed its borders to 
the leader of a Commonwealth nation, 
but officials were determined at all 
costs not to allow the unpredictable 
East African president to disrupt the 
summit. 


Britain, Ireland, France and Bel- 


gium buzzed with reports during the 
day that Amin was on a plane flying 
somewhere above their territory. 
None of the reports was definite, and 
Amin's whereabouts remained uncer- 
tain. 


DUBLIN AND Brussels 
airports 


said they would not permit Amin to 
land. Only France- said it would be 
willing to receive the burly president 
and his entouage, at Orly airport out- 
side Paris. 


Then Uganda's government radio 


announced in an evening broadcast 
that Amin "reached his first destina- 
tion, a stopover' in an Arab country." 
Diplomatic sources in Kenya said this 
almost certainly was Libya, which en- 
joys close ties with Uganda. 


The Kampala radio said Amin 


planned a triumphal entry to Britain, 
sailing from either France, West Ger- 
many or Ireland on Wednesday or 
Thursday, and then traveling by road 
to London. 


"His boat will be escorted across 


the channel to the mainland," the ra- 
dio said.

Within hours, European airports 
began reporting Amin's plane flying 
overhead. 


Britain earlier this year tried unsuc- 


cessfully to get Commonwealth coun- 
tries to agree to bar Amin. Most of 
them said privately they, too, hoped 
he would not come but did not want to 
go on record publicly to that effect. 


However, Zambia's outspoken Pres- 


ident Kenneth Kaunda said here Tues- 
day, "The Commonwealth should 
make a stand on human rights. We 
should not condemn his country but 
the man who is resonsible for the at- 
rocities." 


"He worships Hitler and has the 


same mentality," Kaunda added. 


The summit meeting of 35 Com- 


monwealth nations opens Wednesday 
and was scheduled to last eight days. 
Among the main topics for discussion 
were the alleged atrocities commited 
by the Amin regime in Uganda.

by telephone three times in early 1976. 
He said DeLuca, the manager of a 
Walgreens drug store, told him how 
be wished Miss Colombo's parents 
could be murdered and how be also 
wanted her 13-year-old brother slain. 


SOBCZYNSKI SAID DeLuca told 


h i m , "junior (Michael Columbo) 
comes Into the store and stares at me. 
I have the feeling be knows how the 
parents feel toward me and Pat. If he 
is not killed with the parents, at a 


later day he'd grow up and hold a 
grudge." 


DeLuca feared Michael, "would 


grow up and come after them (De- 
Luca and Miss 'Columbo) and kill 
them," Sobczynski said. 


Miss Columbo and DeLuca allegedly 


murdered her family becuse the fami- 
ly disapproved of her romance with 
DeLuca, a married father of five. The 
two shared an apartment in Lombard. 
DeLuca was the manager of a Wai- 
greens store at Grove Mall Shopping 
Center, Elk Grove Village.

He said they never intended to car- 


ry out the slaylngs and only wanted to 
obtain sexual favors from Miss Col- 
umbo.

spirators. They have agreed to testify 


in exchange for immunity from prose- 
cution. 


Sobczynski testified that he, Mit- 


chell and Miss Columbo first met in 
October 1975, and between November 
and February 1976 had sex and 
plotted the murders.

Key witness called man

The key witness in the murder trial

Sheriffs policeman and now a civil 
service recruiter for the Cook County 
Personnel Dept., is one of two unin- 
dicted coconsplrators who allegedly 
promised Miss Columbo, 20, they 
would kill her father, mother and 
brother in exchange for sex with her. 
He later reportedly backed out of the 
plot.

U.S. may limit

WASHINGTON (UPl)-The govern- 


ment eventually will have to put some 
kind of controls on doctors' fees as 
well as burgeoning hospital costs, 
HEW Sec. Joseph Califano told Con- 
gress Tuesday. 


Califano also defended his formula 


for reorganizing the Dept. of Health, 
Education and Welfare and urged ap- 
proval of President Carter's proposed 
lid on hospital cost increases. 


"Some hospitals have become so 


obese they are literally threatening 
the lives of patients they are there to 
serve," Califano told a Senate health 
subcommittee which started hearings 
on a bill to reform Medicare and Me- 
dlcald. 


HE SATO, "Eventually the health 


care system will have to deal with 
physician fees." He promised to offer 
Congress recommendations for deal- 
ing with that problem. 


He and the President discussed pos- 


sible controls on doctors' fees earlier 
this year, Califano testified, but de- 
cided to hold off on any specific pro- 
posal "because we just don't know yet 
how to deal with that problem."

place of pulled shades and closed 
drapes. Even front door decorative 
windows are made of glass that can- 
not be seen through. 


THE HOME IS EQUIPPED with an 


outdoor Intercom so that visitors can 
be spoken to without having to open 
the front door. A peephole is built into 
the front door for added security. 


The yard is immaculately kept with 


bushes, flowers and trees artistically 
arranged and well-cared for. Neigh- 
bors said Sobczynski took care of the 
yard himself, but many times "had 
someone else doin the yard." 


Sobczynski spoke only to a few 


neighbors. More persons had contact 
with Mrs. Sobczynski, since she was 
at home all the time with her chil- 
dren, neighbors said. 


AN ABANDONED auto is crushed beneath a

6 hostages jump 
man, free selves 


• Hostages Tuesday overpowered a 24-year-old Aurora man who 
held six of them inelde a downtown tavern for more than five 
hours, police said. The hostages, five mite patrons and a female 
bartender, jumped the man, Steve Salisbury, at about 4 p.m. and 
wrestled with him until police were able to get inside and appre- 
hend him. No shots were fired and no one was Injured. Police 
Chief Vic Puscas said Salisbury entered Bernle's Cheerio Inn at 
•bout 10:30 a.m. and asked the patrons if they were interested in 
buying a shotgun. 


No one expressed interest in buying the single-barrel shotgun 


and Salisbury began holding five patrons and the bartender, a 
woman, hostage, Puscas said. Puscas said during an impromptu 
news conference that Salisbury was a "stable and a little disturb- 
ed" man who recently broke off a relationship with his girl friend 
and also was concerned about his financial status. Salisbury's fa- 
ther, mother, two sisters and a brother had all tried unsuccessfully 
to persuade him to release the hostages and surrender, Puscas 
•aid. 


Aurora was the site of another hostage seizure last month in- 


volving a prisoner who escaped from the Kane County Courthouse 
where he was being taken for a hearing. The man surrendered 
after holding one hostage for more than 12 hours and a second 
hostage for six hours. Neither was injured. 


Mistrial in stepfather killing 


A mistrial was declared Tuesday in the trial of a brother and 


sister accused of shooting their stepfather 10 times while he slept 
In the family's Chicago Heights home. The mistrial was ordered 
by Cook County Circuit Court Judge Dwight Mckay when the sev- 
en-woman, five-man jury reported it was "hopelessly deadlocked" 
after <H4 hours of deliberation. Darryl D. Robinson, 25, a Northern 
Illinois University student, and his sister, Mrs. Judy Hawthorne, 
23, a pregnant mother of three, admitted that on Jan. 24,1978, they 
•hot their stepfather, Walter Mosby, 43. 


Robinson and Mrs. Hawthorne said they went to the living room 


in the home, where Mosby was sleeping, to confront him about his 
alleged beating of his wife, Jane. They said Robinson fired when 
Mosby jumped from the chair and lunged at bun and that Mrs. 
Hawthorne fired seconds later. A new trial date will be set June 
IS. 


Schultz' parents to be questioned 


Assistant Cook County State's Atty. William P. Prendergast said 


Tuesday investigators will travel to Wisconsin to talk to the par- 
ents of Raymond L. Schulz, an alleged Nazi and cyanide killer. 
Schultz, 38, died May 22 after sniffing cyanide in a Flossmoor 
police car following his arrest at the home of Sidney Cohen, 61, 
Flossmoor. Police at first believed Cohen had caught Schultz dur- 
ing a break-fa, beaten him unconscious and then had fallen dead of 
a heart attack. However, the county medical examiner disclosed 
Cohen actually had died of cyanide poisoning. 


Police then said Schultz apparently was overcome by cyanide 


fumes as he forced it on Cohen. Prendergast, who is conducting an 
Investlgtion to see if the slaying was part of a conspiracy against 
Jews, said be is getting "all kinds of views" about Schultz. Some 
people describe Schultz as a kind and loving man, Prendergast 
said, and others describe him as ruthless and vicious.

in the riot-torn Humboldt Park area, an official said Tuesday.

Vickl Rhoads, the Palatine woman 


who died last year of critical burn 
wounds, told a doctor treating her 
that her husband, David, "tried to kill 
her" by binding her to a chair and 
setting her on fire. 


Dr. James Kozlowski, a surgeon at 


Evanston Hospital, testified Tuesday 
Mrs Rhoads "told roe very clearly 
that her husband had tried to Ull her" 
when he questioned her during futile, 
attempts to save her life. 


Dr. Kozlowski said Mrs. Rhoads, 19, 


was coherent and alert when she 
made the statement only hours before 
her death. 


THE TESTIMONY came Tuesday 


In the trial'of Mrs. Rhoads' 27-year- 
old husband, charged with murder 
and arson hi his wife's slaying. 


The Woman died July 18 in Billings 


Hospital from severe burns, sustained 
the day before. Rhoads is accused of 
tying his wife to a chair in the kitchen 
of her parents' home, 306 N. Morris 
Dr., Palatine, pouring gasoline on her 
and setting her on fire. 


The physician was one of several 


witnesses who testified Tuesday for 
the prosecution in the case being 
heard before an eight woman, four 
man jury in Evanston. 


Dr. Kozlowski said Mrs. Rhoads 


made the statement to him while he 
and a team .of emergency medical 
staff at Evanston Hospital adminis- 
tered initial burn treatment to Mrs. 
Rhoads. 


Palatine firefighter Lyle R. Bemis, 


who treated Mrs. Rhoads at the scene 
of the fire and accompanied her to the 


h o s p i t a l , testified Tuesday Mrs. 
Rhoads told him the burns were 
caused by gasoline, but did not elabo- 
rate. 


BEMIS SAID Mrs. Rhoads. told 


paramedics "it,was gasoline, it was 
gasoline" when they questioned the 
cause of the extreme burns over prac- 
tically her entire body. 


Two other witnesses, Saunders 


Reinhard, and his wife, Juanita, .testi- 
fied Mrs. Rhoads waa bound when 
they saw Rhoads carry her from the 
smoke-filled house the day of the in- 
cident. 


They said Rhoads came to them for 


help as they were delivering church 
directories in the neighborhood. 


Reinhard said Mrs. Rhoads was 


bound tightly with her legs drawn up 
to her chest. Neighbors untied the 
woman before paramedics arrived, 
but Reinhard said when a woman per- 
sistently asked Mrs. Rhoads if her 
husband was responsible, she finally 
said "no." 


The testimony Tuesday ended the 


state's case against Rhoads. Public 
defenders Paul Plotnlck and Richard 
Kavitt will begin defense arguments 
today at 9:30 a.m. 


Following testimony Tuesday, 


Plotnlcft asked Associate Judge Brian

The enthusiast Is James R. Lake-

THE AHYBA IS more than a sports

wasn't easy. 


"It was really a daring thing to 


start it," he said, "especially when 
we learned early that the (Arlington 
Heights) Dist.

Kindergarten policy 
studied by Dist. 23 


A policy that would allow children 


to enter kindergarten on the basis of 
readiness rather than age will be dis- 
cussed by the Prospect Heights Dist. 
23 Board of Education at 7:30 p.m. 
today at the administration building, 
700 N. Schoenbeck Rd. 


Under district policy, students must 


be 5 years old on or before Dec. 1 of 
the school year they wish to attend 
kindergarten. 


The entrance-age policy being stud- 


ied by the board would allow children 
to enter kindergarten earlier if they 
successfully complete a screening 
process. 


Each year the staff produces a 


yearbook, sells bumper stickers and 
sponsors raffles and an awards night 
at the end of the season to raise mon- 
ey. It also receives up to $600 from 
the Arlington Heights Jaycees and 
Lattof Chevrolet. 


"But even with these avenues, the

At the beginning of the sea- 
son, his staff had a budget of $11,500, 
but considering uniform and traveling 
costs (the latter for its two travel 
squads) and other expenses, the mon- 
ey wis not enough. 


Lakeman said in order to alleviate 


some expenses, rental fees which 
mainly pay for custodial expenses, 
should be reduced 


HE ALSO SAID his teams should 


get more for their money. 


"There have often been activities in 


gyms that have conflicted with our 
schedules that shouldn't be there," 
Lakeman said. "Once a woman's club 
held a meeting it a gym that could 
easily have been in the cafeteria." 


Last Thursday he asked the Dist. 25 


board, which is worried about its own 
budget, to eliminate the weekday gym 
fees and reduce them on weekends. At 
the June 23 board meeting, he will re- 
ceive the board's answer to his plea. 


He said he also wants to open the

Average air fare 
is nixed by CAB 


Throwing out many of the nation's long-range air fares, the Civil 


Aeronautics Board ruled Tuesday it is Illegal to charge a single 
average fare linking a city in one part of the country to several 
cities in another part. That means airlines must come up with new 
fares from Chicago to the major West Coast cities. The current 
fare is flW, despite the fact that some cities are much further 
from Chicago than others. The ruling,-however, will not affect 
flights from Chicago to the New York Airports, to Miami and Ft." 
Lnuderdale or to Baltimore and Washington. 


"Some of the new fares will be higher, some will be lower, but in 


the air transportation system as a whole the ups will more or less 
cancel the downs," a CAB spokesman said. "In a few markets, the 
new prices may vary as much as $10 from present level. But in 
most cases the change to the average passenger will be $5 or 
leas," he said. The CAB gave the airlines 90 days to come up with 
new fares. 


House OKs Hatch Act change 


The House Tuesday passed the first major change in the 38-year- 


old Hatch Act to permit some 2.8 million federal workers to en- 
gage In partisan politics. The measure passed on a 244 to 164 vote 
after Democratic leaders convinced enough colleagues to vote for 
a substitute amendmeent reversing a controversial provision 
adopted earlier that would have banned use of union dues for any 
political purpose. The bill goes to the Senate where opponents 
predicted it faced an uphill fight. 


Provisions added from the House floor kept under the restraints 


of the 1039 Hatch Act federal workers In positions of inspectors 
who might be subjected to political pressures. The bill already 
provided continued Hatch coverage to law enforcement and nation- 
al security personnel, persons who handle contracts for goods or 
services and employes awarding grants or licenses. The House 
voted 266-139 to reverse what Democrats termed the antiunion 
amendment. 


Unit restricts pupil food stamps 


The House Agriculture Committee Tuesday voted 42 to l to re- 


quire single college students to hold at least part-time jobs or 
make an active search for work if they want to continue getting 
food stamps. Committee aides pointed out, however, that surveys 
Indicate many of the affected students — men or women without 
dependents — already hold jobs. Others could comply with the new 
requirement and remain eligible for stamps by making a search 
for jobs involving 20 hours of weekly employment or more, aides 
noted. One expert said he could not estimate how many students 
would be forced out of the program under the new regulations, but 
he guessed the number probably would be small. An estimated 
236,000 students got food stamps in 1975. 


Southern jet's fatal turn cited 


Dramatic aerial maps were released In Atlanta Tuesday show- 


Ing that a crippled Southern Airways jet which crashed on a road- 
way April 4 killing 72 people made an unexplained IBOdegree turn, 
taking it away from an airfield where it could have landed. The 
DC9 made the turn, In which it also lost 7,000 feet In altitude, 
during a two-minute period when communications were lost with 
tower controllers. Without the turn, FAA officials say the plane 
would likely have reached Dobbins Air Force Base, where it had 
been routed after it lost both of Its engines during a hailstorm. 


The maps and cockpit voice recordings were Introduced as evi- 


dence at a National Transportation Safety Board investigative 
hearing. The maps were plotted from radar data and also showed 
the DC9 flew within 314 to 4 miles of the small Cornelius Moore 
Airport near Cedortown, Go., aa the pilots were searching fran- 
tically for a place to land. Much of the testimony Tuesday came 
from weather forecasters and dealt with the severe conditions that 
day. The transcripts showed the pilots were concerned with the 
conditions, but shed no light on why they Hew into the storm.

Tourists leaving Seychelles 


Marxist leader France Albert Rene partly lifted a "shoot to kill" 


curfew Tuesday, permitting more than 900 U.S. and European 
tourists to leave following a weekend coup. An around-the-clock 
curfew was lifted between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. to allow the Sey- 
chelles' 60,000 residents and nearly 1,000 tourists to stock up on 
essential supplies and resume limited sightseeing. The government 
ordered all shops to open and warned that anyone refusing must 
be prepared to answer to authorities. However, the government 
banned all sale of alcohol except In tourist hotels and members of 
the civil guard toured the island to tee that no alcohol was sold to 
locals. 


The situation on all 88 islands scattered across 150,000 square miles 


of Indian ocean was calm. Airline schedules returned to normal 
and some tourists began to leave. The curfew remained In effect 
during the hours of darkness and the Seychelles 556 policemen 
remained on alert. 


Carter plans 
to get tough on 
racial imbalance 


WASHINGTON (DPI) — The Carter 


administration intends to be more ac- 
tive than its predecessor in withhold- 
ing federal funds from racially imba- 
lanced public school systems, accord- 
ing to a memorandum released Tues- 


day. 


As spelled out in the memo, the pol- 


icy is aimed at sidestepping legal re- 
strictions on school busing by allowing 
the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare to order "pairing" or 
"clustering" of neighboring schools to 
achieve desegregation. 


This means, for' example, merging 


the lower grades of one school with 
the upper grades of another, thus 
eliminating situations in which mostly 
white and mostly black schools coex- 
ist in the same general area. Some 
busing would be required.

Moluccan hold 
is longest yet 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (UPI) — 


A siege by South Moluccan terrorists 
'holding 56 hostages in a train and 
school became the longest in modern 
history Tuesday with no end to the 
ordeal in sight. Dutch officials said 
the situation was "only getting more 
serious." 


With negotiations between the gov- 


ernment and the hijackers broken off, 
psychiatrist Dick Mulder returned by 
helicopter to The Hague from the As- 
sen crisis center. 


As chief government representative, 


he has been regularly talking by field 
telephone with the gunmen holding 16 
women and 36 men hostage aboard 
the hijacked train for the 16th day. A 
second band of South Moluccans hold 
four teachers at gunpoint in nearby 
Bovensmilde elementary school. 


The government still was trying to 


determine whether a second round of 
talks between the train hijackers and 
two South Moluccan intermediaries 
would be worthwhile. Six hours of 
talks Saturday were apparently un- 
successful, although the terrorists 
aboard the train released two preg- 
nant women Sunday. The gunmen 
have not sought another meeting. 


By late morning the 56 hostages 


passed the 361-hour mark set by hos- 
tages In the December, 1975, siege of 
the Indonesian consulate in Amster- 
dam by now-jailed South Moluccan 
extremists. The over-all -duration of 
the two-part 1975 attack — other Mo- 
luccans pirated a train only a few 
miles from the current hijack scene 
— was 413 hours.

the Byrd Amendment not only ac- 
cords with its literal language but 
also minimizes erosion of the (HEW) 
secretary's authority to enforce Title 
VI of the (1964) Civil Rights Act," 
Califano said. 


Title VI prohibits the use of federal 


funds by school districts or other pro- 
grams that discriminate on the basis 
of race or national origin, and HEW 
has charge of enforcement. 


Califano said the policy differs from 


that under President Gerald Ford 
which "left open the question of 
whether the department could require 
a school district to reorganize its 
grade structure to eliminate a dual 
racial system if such reorganization 
resulted in transporting a student be- 
yond the nearest school."

A million cheer queen's jubilee 


LONDON (UP!) — Queen Elizabeth 


11. in all the glory that once was Brit- 
ain, rode in a gold coach Tuesday to 
offer prayers of thanksgiving for her 
silver jubilee on the throne. A million 
of her subjects paid her the greatest 
homage of her reign. 


Earlier, the queen walked from 


church to lunch, chatting, smiling, 
waving and shaking hands with many 
of the tens of thousands of admirers, 
many of whom had slept on the 
streets through a night of cold and 
rain for a chance to see her in her 
finest hour. 


The 51-year-old <iueen, who 
haj> 


reigned over a generation of hardship 
for what once was the greatest em- 
pire in the world, later appeared on a 
balcony of Buckingham Palace while 
throngs of her subjects stood in the 
rain chanting, "We want the queen." 


ELIZABETH, dressed in bright pink 


coat and dress and pink hat and ob- 
viously touched by the demonstration 
of public affection, called the rest of 
the House of Windsor to join her and 
her consort, the Duke of Edinburgh, 
to acknowledge the cheers at the end 
of the day of thanksgiving marking 
the silver jubilee. 


A Scotland Yard spokesman cbti- 


muted the thanksgiving day crowd at 
"about a million." 


The day was composed of a multi- 


tude of processions woven into a 
single tapestry of all of the pomp of 
history and tradition. 


The queen and R-ince Philip, 


dressed in the uniform of admiral of 
the fleet, rode In the Golden State 
Coach, one of the most splendid car- 
riages on earth, drawn by eight white 
horses to St. Paul's Cathedral for the 
thanksgiving service. 


The coach is more than 200 years 


old, more than four tons in weight and 


is adorned with gold scroll. The 
horses were ndden by lour postillions 
with footmen, coachmen and mem- 
bers of one of the most ancient mili- 
tary bodies in the world, the Yeomen 
of the Guard, marching along in me- 
dieval uniforms. 


DIRECTLY BEHIND the golden 


coach, the heir to the throne, Prince 
Charles, rode on horseback in the uni- 
form of a Colonel of the Welsh 
Guards. 


Preceding the queen's coach were 


cavalrymen of the Household Gum-els, • 
resplendent in burnished breastplates 
and plumed gilt helmets and riding 
coal-black chargers, mounted detach- 
ments from 
the 
Royal Canadian 


Mounties and the King's Troop of the 
Royal Artillery, dressed in uniforms 
like figures in a fairy tale. 


At St. Paul's, the magnificent cath- 


edral Christopher Wren built in the 
last decades of the 17th century, the 
Gentlemen at Arms, closest body- 
guard to the monarch, inarched with 
their 300-year-old battleaxes and the 
Yeomen of the Guard with their pikes 
and velvet Budor hats decorated with 
both white and red roses. 


State trumpeters sounded a fanfare 


and Dr. Donald Coggan, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, primate of the 
Church of England, led the queen and 
her party to their places while die or- 
gan sounded the hymn, The Old Hun- 
dredth, played at her Coronation, and 
the distinguished congregation of 3,000 
sang. 


IN AN ADDRESS to the com- 


monwealth, the queen said: 


"When I was 21,1 pledged my life 


to the service of our people and I 
asked for God's help to make good 
that vow Although that vow was 
made 'In my salad days when I was 


green in judgment' I do not regret nor 
retract a word of it." 


"During these 25 years, I have seen 


the last great phase of the transfor- 
mation of the empire into the com- 
monwealth and the transformation of 
the crown from en emblem of domi- 


nion into a symbol of free and volun- 
tary association." 


One BBC commentator, at a loss for 


words to describe the crowds and joy- 
ful mood, said: 


"It's like the coronation and VE

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Scientists 


taking a new look at saccharin con- 
cluded Tuesday It "Is a potential 
cause of cancer In humans," But dis- 
agreed on whether it should be ban- 
ned. 


"We have a body burden of carcino- 


gens and we need to be very careful 
about adding to that burden, even if 
it's a small amount," said Dr. Joyce 
McCann of the University of Califor- 
nia. 


She was one of sue scientists repre- 


senting a panel that reviewed the Ca- 
nadian animal testa on which the 
Food and Drug Administration based 
its proposed ban on the artificial 
sweetener. 


IN TESTIMONY befoie a Senate 


health subcommittee, the six agreed 
that saccharin is a weak cancer caus- 
ing agent, one of the weakest yet dis- 
covered. 


But when polled by committee 


members on whether the sweetener 
should be allowed on the market with 
appropriate warning labels — or ban- 
ned except for home use or in non- 
prescription drugs, as the FDA. wonts 
to do — the scientists split 3 to 3 


"Prolonged ingestion of saccharin 


at high levels caused a significant In- 
crease in the Incidence of bladder 
cancer in rats in three independent 
experiments," said Dr. Frederick 
Bobbins, dean oE the medical school 
at Case Western Reserve University 
and chairman of the review panel. 


And, he said, review of that data 


"leads to the conclusion that saccha- 
rin is a potential cause of cancer in 
humans" and should be banned. 


Rosalynn gets 
private talk with

BRASILIA, BrazU (UPI) - Rosalyn 


Carter met privately with Brazil's 
president and foreign minister Tues- 
day to discuss human rights and other 
issues that have strained U.S. — Bra- 
zilian relations. The two key U.S. dip- 
lomats in her party were excluded 
from the talks. 


"I have made very clear to them 


Jimmy's position, our position, on hu- 
man rights," Mrs. Carter said of her 
talks with President Ernesto Geisel 
and Foreign Minister Antonio Azeredo 
da Silvelra. 


The First Lady also said she will 


t a k e Brazilian students' protests 
about human rights abuses in their 
country "back to Jimmy personally, 
and I'm sure he will be glad to re- 
ceive the perspective." 


The talks with the Brazilian officials 


concerned nuclear proliferation, eco- 
nomic affairs and a discussion "at 
length" of human rights. 


A woman lawyer attempted to hand 


Mrs. Carter a plea for amnesty for 
political prisoners after the Geisel 
meeting, but Brazilian security men 
shoved the woman aside and seized 
the letter. The appeal was relayed to 
U.S. Embassy officials later.

Reading policy good step 


Chicago School Dist. Supt. Al- 


bert A. Briggs has taken an ad- 
mirable stand in announcing 
that he is going to insist that 
eighth graders under his juris- 
diction learn to read before they 
enter high school. 


Briggs' policy, which will re-

in his inner city district flunking 
this year, makes a clear state- 
ment on the value of education 
— the kind of statement that has 
been obscured for too many 
years by educational rhetoric. 


Unfortunately, Briggs' new 


policy probably will penalize 
many children who cannot be 
blamed for their reading defi- 
ciencies. The eighth grade is 
pretty late to start "flunking" 
students who aren't making it in 
school, particularly' if the child 
has been "passed along" in pre- 
vious years. 


However, it is also true that 


any attack on a long-standing 
problem must begin somewhere. 
To avoid taking any action be- 
cause it might hit one group be- 
fore affecting others is to invite 
defeat. 


Briggs' policy, which was an- 


nounced last fall and is being 
implemented for the first time 
this spring, is that no child 


be graduated from eighth grade 
until he can score 6.5 on a read- 
ing test. The score indicates the 
child is reading at a level ex- 
pected of those halfway through 
the sixth grade. 


Briggs hopes the requirement 


will help cut the high school 
drop-out rate in his area, a rate 
he says is high because too 
many students are unable to do 
high school level work. 


It is possible that Briggs' con- 


cern — and the attention his 
hard-line stand has drawn — 
will have precisely the effect of 
improving education throughout 
his district, from first grade on 
through high school. 


It has been a long time since 


someone has been willing in 
such a dramatic fashion to insist 
on the importance of teaching 
basic skills. It is the kind of 
stand from which all schools, 
whether inner-city or Suburban, 
can benefit. 


Pal-Waukee measure needs care 


The Illinois General Assembly 


must give careful scrutiny to the 
public importance of private air- 
ports before it approves a $1.3 
million special interest bill for 
resurfacing runways at Pal- 
Waukee Airport. 


The bill, which has already 


passed the Illinois Senate and is 
headed for action in the House 
before June 30, would set an im- 
portant precedent that cannot be 
adopted casually. 


Up to now, state money has 


never been spent for the mainte- 
nance of runways at a private 
airport like Pal-Waukee. 


But under a bill sponsored by 


S t a t e Sen. John' Nunrod, 
R-Glenview, and Sen. Bradley 
Glass, R-Northbrook, the Illinois- 
Dept. of Transportation would 
be authorized to spend $1.3 mil- 
lion to maintain Pal-Waukee's 
runways in exchange for a 
promise that the airport will re- 
main open for the next 10 years 
and not raise its fees. 


If the State of Illinois wants to 


get into the business of main- 
t a i n i n g private airports, it 
should do so after considering 
such a program's ultimate cost 
and benefits. Special legislation 
for Pal-Waukee might solve air- 
port owner George Priester's 


problem, but it also might 
plunge the state into a whole 
new way to spend tax dollars. 


If the state spends public mon- 


ey for Pal-Waukee, surely other 
private airport owners in Illinois 
will expect the same help. 


White House press corps 
fear their trust in Carter 


The men and women lounged in 


deep chairs of red and brown leather. 
No phone rang. No typewriter chat- 
tered. Under the floor, President Ken- 
nedy used to swim nude. Nixon 
bowled. FDR's atrophied 
muscles 


were massaged. This is the White 
House Press Room. 


For some reporters, this is the pin- 


nacle. For others, it's one step in a 
long flight of stairs. The Press Room 
used to be out in the west hall- Now 
it's on the walkway halfway between 
the Mansion and the President's Oval 
Office. 


The writers are isolated. The Presi- 


dent is insulated. Quite properly, he 
has access to them; they have no ac- 
cess to him. Carter said he would be 
candid. He is. No one knows when he 
will choose to drop an editorial bomb. 
Every man fears the competition. 


THE ROOM BRISTLES with brief- 


cases, typewriters, still cameras, TV 
cameras, big sound booms and hand- 
outs. The White House beat has be- 
come not only the most important in 
the world, but the most important of 
all time. 
,' 


Carter promised to hold a press 


conference every two weeks. He has. 
However, when each one closes with, 
"Thank you, Mr. President," no one 
leaves. They all rush forward. This 
President joins the reporters on the 
floor and sometimes makes news 
while chatting. 


They argue with lus press secre- 


tary. And the assistants. One of the 
assistants closed a loud dispute with, 
"It's our White House, not yours." 
This is Georgia red clay country talk. 
Teeth grind. 


REPORTERS ACCEPT the daily 


diet of bland releases; the tips on pho- 
to opportunities. Amy Carter's tree 
house will not stun foreign heads of 
state, but most journalists were afraid 
to skip the tip. 


When the President signs a bill in 


the Rose Garden, your television set 
does not show you the stark forest of 
booms and cameras and faces press- 
ing in on three sides. If he sighs and 
mutters, "That's that," they fear it 
might have significance. 


The natural adversarial relationship 


between press and president is diluted 
by admiration for the man. The writ- 
ers would prefer a scandal. None can 
forget that they were scooped at Wa- 
tergate by a couple of young ones who 
weren't from the Press Room. 


CARTER DOES HIS homework. He 


has answers to sharp questions. He 
grins when the "curves" 
crash 


against his face. This, says J. Antho- 
ny Lukas of The Times, has produced 
"enormous frustration and anxiety." 
They fear they are becoming Carter's 
pigeons. 


They realize that there is a dark 


side to the presidency. Carter can be 
tough, stubborn, sarcastic and cal- 
lous. They feel they are being used as 
resilient springboards for his policies. 
He jumps on them to get to the 
people. 


The news departments of the net- 


works — which, one year ago ignored 
the Georgian almost to the point of 
censorship — now accept anything he 
says. They will run a half-hour in col- 
or of anything he says, and then give 
the nation another half-hour of inter- 
preting what he had to say. / 


A FEW BUREAU chiefs fear that 


they are press agents for Carter. He 
appears to be so open, so candid, that 
they are reduced to trying to catch 
him in some inconsistency. They 
press so hard that Jody Powell said to 
a woman reporter, "Let me finish my 
answer and then you get to ask anoth- 
er question and I get to give another 
answer. That is the way the ball game 
works." 


They can't walk far from the Press 


Room. White House policemen with 
guns guard both ends of the breeze- 
way. And yet, the experienced report- 
ers cannot abide the youngsters who 


Don't abolish fireworks 


Unless the Des Plaines Park 


District board reverses itself, 
the people of Des Plaines stand 
to be punished this July 4 be- 
cause of a small group of trou- 
blemakers.

Answer to Dist. 59 letter 


It is important the p u b l i c re- 


ceive accurate information in regards 
to the educational programs offered 
within districts; it is for this reason I 
feel compelled to respond to a letter 
that appeared in the Fence Post on 
June 1. The author of the letter stated 
that the minority program director of 
Elk Grove Twp. District 59 told her 
that the program could only use "sa- 
laried personnel" to instruct the chil- 
dren. The Elk Grove Literacy Center 
offered to teach non-English speaking 
children to- read. In fact, the director, 
Mrs. Leone Mydill explained to her 
that reading instruction in the public 
schools could only be taught by a cer- 
tified teacher; in the area of bilingual 
education, the school system must ad- 
here to state guidelines. This is not a 
district decision but a state mandate. 


Had Mrs. Ruben investigated fur- 


ther than her one phone call, she 
would have found that many of her 
allegations are unfounded or er- 
roneous. The funding for these pro- 
grams is primarily from out of dis- 
trict funds; therefore, the district is 
not spending exorbitant amounts of 
money for these programs. There is a 
state mandate-in bilingual education 
that states we must use certified, 
t e a c h e r s and 
certified 
para- 


professionals 
with specific 
quali- 


fications for the assignment. These 
qualifications would include native 
language fluency in the child's first 
language, as well as in-depth cultural 
experience in the child's native cul- 
ture. Again these are not require- 
ments of District 59, but rather the 
guidelines set by the state for all mul- 
ticultural and bilingual programs. The 
author states that Dist. 59 does not

of the non-expensive resources which 
we have, namely parents and senior 
citizens." As an employe of Dist. 59, 
assigned to John Jay School for the 
past five years, I can personally testi-

Shakes buy temporary home for sick children and parents 


by ELEANOR RIVES 


If a house could have a heart, the 


three-story 
white stone Victorian 


house on Deming Place in Chicago 
would have the tenderest, biggest one 
of all. Its loving walls embrace as 
many children and parents as can fit 
into its IB bedrooms. 


Through its doors comes a parent, 


or both parents, or whole heartsick 
families of a seriously, ill child, one 
who is .a patient at Children's Memor- 
ial Hospital two blocks away, or needs 
to be nearby for outpatient treatment. 


These are youngsters with cancer, 


leukemia, serious heart problems. 
These are parents who might other- 
wise be sleeping on cots or chairs- in 
the hospital corridors or waiting 
rooms, or adding the high cost of a 
hotel to their other high expenses, or 
forced to travel the distance from 
suburbs or nearby towns or even dis- 
tant towns to the hospital daily, often 
more than once a day, for outpatient 
treatment. 


THE SEDATE STRUCTURE, for- 


merly a convent, on a half-acre of 
land, is surrounded by plenty of green

lawn and play space, bordered by 
black wrought-iron fence. It bears the 
unlikely name of Ronald McDonald 
House. Decorating the walls of its car- 
peted corridors are such unlikely 
t h i n g s as

M c M u f f i n s and bumbling ham- 
burglars, all designed to bring grins 
to the brave little gremlins making it 
their temporary home. 


It is owned by the non-profit Chil- 


dren's Oncology Services of 111., Inc. 
Its occupants pay $5 per night — or 
nothing, if they can't afford to pay. 


You might say that the grand old 


house was purchased with orange-fla- 
vored shakes, and that banana-fla- 
vored shakes will seal the deal. Fig- 
uratively speaking. 


THE ASSOCIATION OF Chicago- 


land McDonald Restaurants is princi- 
pal supporter of the $400,000 project, 
having met $100,000 of its initial 
$150,000 pledge through the sale of 
Arctic Orange Shakes in June 1976. 
Next month, during the week of July 
-18-24, the net proceeds of all banana 


shakes sold by Chicago and Northern 
Indiana McDonalds will be donated to 
the house. 


Jim and Janet Kettner of Des 


Plaines and their 15-month-old daugh- 
ter, Kirsten, know the place well. 
They were the first family to use the 
facility, moving in several weeks be- 
fore its official opening April 2B. 


"We watched it grow," said Janet. 


"When we moved into our third floor 
bedroom in March, the house wasn't 
fully completed. We did dishes in the 
bathroom sink." 


JANET TOOK US from one floor to 


another, from the laundry room and 
bright clean playroom in the base- 
ment level to the spacious high-cei- 
linged library', reception area and liv- 
ing room of the first floor, up the 
stairway to various small bedrooms, 
each with its own sink. 


There are two kitchens where fami- 


lies can prepare meals and a large 
recreation and playroom on the sec- 
ond floor. On the third floor, hidden 
between bedrooms,' is a small quiet 
lounge, a subdued spot conducive to 
sharing thoughts and emotions with 
other parents in similar situations. 


"A lot of group therapy goes on in 


this room," said Janet, as she pro- 
ceeded to tell the story of Kirsten's 
illness. 


"WE LIVED IN DeKalb," she said. 


"Jim was a professor there. Last July 
when Kirsten was five months old, a 
routine test led to the discovery that 
her white count was high. The doctor 
sent us to the Hematology Clinic at 
Children's Memorial." 


It was Dr. Edward S. Baum, one of 


the founders of the Ronald McDonald 
House, who confirmed their suspi- 
cions. Kirsten had leukemia. A rare 
type of leukemia. 


After two months of treatment, 


most of it in the hospital, Kirsten 
went into remission and Janet and 
Jim's hopes soared. In January they 
moved to Des Plaines. Id February 
Kirsten had a relapse. 


The doctors decided to continue 


treatment on an outpatient basis, with 
Janet driving Kirsten from Des 


Plaines to Children's Memorial daily. 
She contacted the FISH organization, 
FISH referred her to First Congrega- 
tional Church, and soon Marie Le- 
yerle, Ada Groja, Bernice Funk and 
Marge Kisslinger were taking turns 
going to the hospital with her. 


EVEN SO, IT WAS too difficult, and 


in March, Janet and Kirsten moved 
into the Ronald McDonald House, with 
Jim joining them each evening after 
work. 


"This is heaven when you have to 


spend three weeks of the month down- 
town." she said. "This place is a pal- 
ace compared to last summer. We 
rented an efficiency apartment in the 
area for $160 a month — cockroach 
heaven with a Murphy bed that pulled 
out of the wall!" 


Kirsten bounded about, exploring 


the crannies of the lounge as we 
talked, occasionally flashing a teasing 
smile at her mother. The insides of 
her chubby little arms were spotted 
with bruises from injections. 


"Her strength is what keeps me go- 


ing," said Janet. "Every day I want 
every smile I can get. I keep telling 
myself if I do have to lose her, I am 
happy to have known her. She's a fan- 
tastic kid." 


SHE EXPLAINED that Kirsten is 


being treated with an experimental 
drug, one 'that has been effective in 
some cases, in an effort to bring 
about another remission. "I guess in 
some ways she's a human guinea pig, 
but maybe they will-find something 
that can help her," said Janet, ". . . 
or someone else." 


In their eight weeks at the Ronald 


McDonald House, the Kettijers have 
met and compared situations with 
hundreds of people. The turnover is 
fast. Some families come only for 
weekends, some for several weeks. 


' 
Jim, Janet and Kirsten are back 


home in Des Plaines. But they will 
return to the Ronald McDonald House 
within the next few weeks. 


"One thing for sure," said Janet 


"They're never ever going to send us 
home with a bottle of morphine. Kir- 
sten isn't going to give up; I'm not 
going to give up and I'm not going to 
let the doctors give up."

When you are exercising 
or working hard, the body needs more oxygen and the lungs ex- 
change more air to provide the Increased amount of oxygen. 


Sine* the lungs are really storage chambers for air It 1» true 


that exercising them to the maximum capacity will help improve 
their capacity. That la why a vigorous athlete tends to have a 
greater lung capacity than a sedentary individual This won't 
make any difference when they are both sitting still, but the guy 
with unexerclsed lungs may not be able to sustain as much vigor- 
ous work for a long period of time as the athlete. However, this 
effect to not noticed with short periods of exertion. 


No, parts of the lung do not go dead from lack of use but the 


capacity to stretch to the maximum might be limited. 


No, Mood from the hands or any particular part of the body does 


not go to Just one part of the lung. All of the oxygen-poor blue- 
blood collects In the right side of the heart andls mixed there. All 
of this blood la then carried to the lungs through one artery — the 
pulmonary artery which divides into smaller and smaller arteries 
to distribute the mixed blood to the lungs. 


WHEN A LUNG Is removed, it simply limits the amount of lung 


available to exchange air. The remaining healthy lung is quite 
adequate.to provide ventilation and oxygen exchange for all of the 
mixed oxygen-poor blood at rest and with reasonable amounts of 
exertion. AM the amount of lung tissue la removed, the effect is 
really noticed in the Imitation of the amount of exertion that a 
person can do.

Dorothy serves up 
deviled egg recipe 


Dear Dorothy: Do you have a recipe for deviled eggs? I know 


mayonnaise and pickle relish are used, but how much? — E. 
Grennell 


Everyone has a favorite deviled eggs recipe. The one I like best 


calls for a dozen hard-cooked eggs, cut lengthwise. Mash the yolks 
with a fork and add two teaspoons prepared mustard, about four 
ounces mayonnaise, one teaspoon vinegar and salt and pepper to 
taste. If you want it molster, add mayonnaise; tarter, add mus- 
tard or vinegar. Garnish the eggs with paprika and sliced, stuffed 
olives, and place on green Bibb lettuce. 


Dear Dorothy: A new aluminum teakettle Is producing boiled 


water with a terrible metallic or medicinal taste. Friends sug- 
gested boiling a vinegar, or baking soda solution in it. It didn't 
help. Anything you can suggest?—Mrs. Paula J. 


Manufacturing oil must have still been in the kettle when It left 


the factory. Usually, off-flavors can be eliminated by a thorough, 
cleaning with soapy water or vinegar. Baking soda isn't com- 
oatible with aluminum so it wouldn't help. If after thorough clean- 
kg you still have the trouble, take it baclrto be returned to UM 
factory.

Dear Dorothy: I was given a set of sheets and pillowcases, but 


both of the sheets are flat sheets. Is is possible to change one into 
a fitted sheet? - Mrs. E. V. Trainer 


It's possible, but I wouldn't advise it. Not only do you have to 


buy a certain kind of elastic to use around the four corners, but 
you'll have to cut away much of the material to fit the bed. Why 
not use It the way it is (the way we ail used sheets before the 
fitted styles came in) and one day buy a matching fitted sheet?

Get a bottle of solvent and add a few drops to the enamel.

Bill Daily content to ride TV tide 


Anyone would expect Bill Daily to walk briskly 


Into the room, rub the palms of hla bands together 
and casually quip, "HI, Bob. HI, Emily. What's for 
dinner?" 


That's the way Howard, the leech-like but adorable 


neighbor on "The Bob Newhart Show," would dp It, 
and there are many television viewers who can't 
think of Daily as anyone else. 


"That's OK with me. When I was on 'I Dream of 


Jeannle,' the public only thought of me aa Larry 
Bagman's sidekick and fellow pilot. It's all a matter 
of what people get used to seeing you do," Daily 
•aid. 


BEGINNING TODAY, Chicago area audiences will 


be able to see Dally In another light, playing the 
roll of a comical, dirty old man in "Under the Yum- 
Yum Tree" at the Pheasant Run Playhouse in St. 
Charles. 


Dally does comedy plays each year during the 


three months that he's not filming segments of "The 
Bob Newhart Show." 


"A play gives me the chance to do one kind of 


character in one kind of situation over and over 
again. It gives me tune to work it out carefully, like 
a ballet, over 13 or so weeks. That's something tele- 
vision does not allow," he said. 


With television being hit with a barrage of situ- 


ation comedies this fall, "The Bob Newhart Show" 
will be a standard. 
To a standard. 


The show, produced by MTM Enterprises, is going 


Into Its sixth and final season. Bob Newhart already 
has said he will not return to the show after next 
year and Is returning reluctantly in the fall. Daily 
said the program "has run its course'' and now it's 
time to look onward. 


"AFTER THIS NEXT year, I have no plans. In 


fact, I have no plans for tonight — what are you 
doing?" Dally said. He will eventually give you a 
straight answer but not before he has the chance to 
approach your question with the whimsical sense of 
humor that has been bis greatest strength in show 
business. 


"Grant Tinker (Mary Tyler Moore's husband and 


president of MTM) got me the parts on 'I Dream of 
Jeannle' and "The Bob Newhart Show.' He'll find 
something else for me when this show is over. We've 
talked about It before," he said. 


Daily is hopeful and adds that it's quite possible he 


will have his own comedy show in a year or two. 
"I'm approaching SO, I'm an established comedian 
on television and it's just the right time," he said. 


As much as he looks forwad to being the star of his 


own television comedy, Daily admits that being a 
star has its problems. "Things get so out of hand 
sometimes. People cling to you and prod into your 
private life. They never leave you alone," he said. 


DAILY'S MARRIAGE cracked beneath the strain 


of contemporary show business, but one thing the 
actor hasn't lost Is bis sense of belonging in Chicago. 
It is the place where he was reared, schooled at 
Lane Tech and the Goodman Theatre, met Bob New- 
hart and got his start in the business. His family still 
lives here. 


Daily's first stand-up comedy job was about 16 


years ago at the Gate of Horn club In Old Town, on 
the same bJ with Joan Baez. Lenny Bruce used to 
drop in and so did Bob Newhart. 


"Bob and I used to go watch each other perform 


all the time. We even swapped material. When be 
made It before I did, I had to throw out all the 
material I used in my act because we both used the 
some stuff," Dally said. 


Both men shore an easy-going style of humor but 


are very different in other ways. 


BILL DAILY 


Newhart is a "head" comedian who tells jokes us- 


ing facial expressions only. Daily is a "physical" 
comedian who makes the most of total body move- 
.ments and motion. 


NEWHART REHEARSES the script for his show 


only once before filming begins. Daily says he pre- 
fers to work a script over and over again to get the 
maximum out of it. 


Creating and portraying a character is challenging 


to Daily, who was not in the original pilot for "The 
Bob Newhart Show." He joined the cast once it be- 
came a regular series. 


Writers for the show told him he would portray the 


next-door neighbor who is a pilot. Daily developed 
the character on his own and made him the harm- 
less, spineless, good-natured friend of the Hartley's 
who always overstays his welcome. 


"Actually I've always tried to do the most I could 


with the character in the few minutes they write me 
into the beginning, middle and end of each script," 
he said. "But, after five seasons, it's really difficult 
to do something new and fresh." 


THE ONE-TIME HOST of "Laugh-In," Dan Mar- 


tin, will direct eight "The Bob Newhart Show" epi- 
sodes during the new season. He directed two last 
year. That will be the only new breath of the life in 
the show, which Daily says is the remnant of sophis- 
ticated TV comedy. 


"The Bob Newhart Show" gave a boost to the 


much lauded "Mary Tyler Moore Show" this past 
year. Newhart's ratings were much higher than 
Moore's, although the shows aired back-to-back on 
Saturday nights. 


"Mary always had the better writers and better 


publicity. She had a great show, but it seems that 
everyone always underrated and underestimated our 
show," he said. 


It's a "struggle" to keep what has been tagged as 


the least violent show on television refreshing, he 
said. "I see our show like Mary Tyler Moore's show. 
It's a good thing in your life that just isn't going to 
go on forever."

History last in TV ratings 
while fluff finishes on top

WASHINGTON — What can you say 


about a week of television where- a 
well-worn, movie like "Cheyenne So- 
cial Club" finishes first in the ratings 
while Eric Sevareid's poignant inter- 
view with Aime Morrow Lindbergh 
finishes next to last. 


Admittedly, "Cheyenne Social Club" 


starring Henry Fonda and James 
Stewart is a nice piece of fluff about 
what happens when Fonda's brother 
dies and leaves him a brothel. It is 
the kind of confection about the West 
the movie studios produce for our 
amusement and their profit — a 
harmless bit of synthetic history. 


But Mrs. Lindbergh is not synthetic 


history. She is a part of history: the 
widow of the most famous American 
celebrity of the first half of this centu- 
ry. She also is a celebrity in her own 
right, not simply because of her mar- 
riage but by virtue of the fact that she 
Is a gifted author. 


AND THE INTERVIEW was not 


your usual one-on-one conversation. 
The executive producer, Perry Wolff, 
used imagination and flair in punc- 
tuating the conversation1 with snap- 
shots and old newsreel film of Lind- 
bergh's historic flight to Paris, their 
flights together all over the world, the 
fatal kidnaping of their young son and 
Lindbergh's trips to Nazi Germany 
which tarnished the hero's mantle. 


Nor was Sevareid at fault in the 


way he interviewed Mrs. Lindbergh. 
He asked very personal and difficult 
questions about her husband — but in 
a becoming and gentle manner that 
could serve as a guide to a currently 
fashionable school of television inter- 
viewers. 


It was a remarkable hour of tele- 


vision. A colleague of mine, not noted 
for a sentimental view of life, told me 
later he and his wife were in tears 
when the program ended. It repre- 
sented television at its very best. 


The program was well advertised 


by CBS and came after a great deal 
of publicity the previous,week on the 
occasion of the 50th anniversary of 
Charles Lindbergh's flight to Paris. 
So it wasn't as if this program was 
aired in a vacuum of anonymity. 


But perhaps that is where I am 


wrong. It might just be that in this 
celebrity-crazed atmosphere that we 
journalists have done so much to fos- 
ter, a woman like Anne Morrow Lind- 
bergh is not famous enough to attract 
a television audience that would have 
placed the program higher in the rat- 
ings.

IT CAN BE argued that I empha- 


size the ratings too much. After all, 
despite the program finishing next to 
the bottom, it may have been seen by 
15 million viewers. That is a matter of 
no small importance. But it doesn't 
offer much consolation to news de- 
partments fighting to get prime time 
for their specials. 


People at CBS News must be asking 


themselves, especially after they have 
taken their best shot with a program 
like this: what do we have to do to 
attract a larger audience? 


Perhaps there is nothing much they 


can do if they want to devote time 
and energy to programs of this quali- 
ty. Maybe the bulk of the television 
audience simply is not interested in 
conversations with individuals who 
can begin and end a sentence without 
once having to say, "yuh, know?" 


There must be a moral, albeit a 


small one, to the fact that "Cheyenne 
Social Club" and a conversation be- 
tween Anne Morrow Lindbergh and 
Eric Sevareid finished at opposite 
ends of the ratings. 


One show is a small bit of tomfool- 


ery set in a fake historical setting. 
The other is television magic arising 
out of real people and real history. 
Have we all sat in front of our sets so 
long that we have no appetite for the 
latter? I'm afraid to try to answer the 
question.

State group signs 
coal gas contract 


A $22.5 million design contract signed Tuesday in Washington 


puts Illinois in the coal gasification sweepstakes with Ohio and

CONOCO recently signed a similar 
design contract for a proposed coal gasification plant in Noble 
County, Ohio. 


No halt to nonstop Tokyo flights 
A federal judge has turned down a request by pilots of North- 


west Airlines to halt the start of nonstop Chicago-to-Tokyo flights 
scheduled for today. U.S. District Judge Edward Devitt denied a 
motion by the pilots for a temporary restraining order and prelim- 
inary Injunction against the new flights. 


Trade suit against Hunts upheld 
A federal judge, saying he probably would have voted against a 


rule, establishing limits on speculative soybean holdings, Tuesday 
refused to dismiss a commodity futures trading commission suit 
against seven members of the rich Hunt family of Texas. U.S. 
District Judge Frank J. McGarr, Chicago, said the CFTC rule was 
valid In establishing trading limits for individuals with speculative 
soybean holdings at three million bushels, but that he probably 
would have voted against it. 


Peabody Coal sale approved 
The federal trade commission Tuusday approved the sale of 


Peabody Coal Co. for $1.2 billion in the single largest government- 
ordered divestiture In U.S. history. The FTC unanimously accepted 
a plan for Peabody's owner, Kennecott Copper Corp., to sell the 
domestic operations of the nation's biggest coal producer to a 
group of six companies for $1.1 billion. Peabody's Australian hold- 
Ings will be sold separately for $100 million. The U.S. buyers, 
operating under the name of the Peabody Holding Co. Inc., are 
Newmont Mining Corp., The Williams Cos., Bechtel Corp., Boeing 
Co., Fluor Corp. and Equitable Life Assurance Society. 


U.S. business costs lo increase 
American businesses plan to spend $135.3 billion on new plant 


and equipment in 1977, a slight acceleration from the level esti- 
mated earlier this year, the Commerce Dept. said today. The 
government survey of business investment plans is a hint the 
business community does not yet have full confidence in President 
Carter's economic policies. 


Inquiry into cycle pricing urged 
Harley-Davldson, the only American manufacturer of mo- 


torcycles, Tuesday said the United States became a "dumping 
ground" for nearly 700,000 Japanese motorcycles last year and 
asked the Treasury Department to put a stop to the "unfair pric- 
ing practices." The company filed a petition with the Treasury 
Department asking for an investigation into the pricing practice of 
four major Japanese manufacturers that sell their motorcycles in 
this country — Honda, Yamaha, Kawasaki and Suzuki. The Har- 
ley-Davldson petition comes on the heels of similar dumping com- 
plaints by the U.S. television and steel industries that may lead to 
a further deterioration of trade relations between the United States 
and Japan. 


Extension on Telpac service asked 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. has asked the Federal 


Communications Commission to allow it to extend its Telpak ser- 
vice at least until June 21. Telpak is a private-line service per- 
mitting customers with large-scale communications needs to pur- 
chase bundles of 60 or 240, private lines at a discount rate: AT&T 
had decided to end Telpak as of today, following an FCC ruling 
last October that rates for the service were discriminatory. 


Detroit CM workers go on strike 
Some 4,800 General Motors Corp. workers at the automaker's 


Detroit Diesel Allision Division plant walked off the job Tuesday 
after negotiations failed to produce a new local contract. GM 
averted a strike at its Chevrolet Manufacturing plant in the Det- 
roit suburb of Warren earlier in the day when agreement was 
reached on a new local contract for about 3,500 members of UAW 
Local 909. Workers there had set a 6 p.m. strike deadline. A GM 
spokesman said the walkout at the Detroit Diesel Allison plant, 
which began at 4 p.m., would not affect the company's car and 
truck operations.

Consumers have been 
turning economy around 


by GUY HAVERSON 


The consumer is cautious. He or she 


is careful, wary, though more con- 
fident than earlier. 


These are the terms retail analysts 


and store officials are applying to Mr. 
and Mrs. America these days. 


And it may be so. But the retailer 


has much to be happy about over the 
spending ways of his customers these 
days. Retail sales have been running 
this year at a relatively steady pace 
well above what they were last year. 


However, there now are sharply 


conflicting predictions about just how 
lasting this rate Of growth wil) be over 
the rest of 1977... 


FOB THE U. S. economy any up- 


swing in consumer sales would be 
good news indeed for manufacturing 
firms and retailers. The key to all 
this, of course, is in the hands of 'the 
consumer. 


Will they buy more new houses, 


cars, and such big ticket durables as 
washers, dryers, and sewing machin- 


es, or will they defer such purchases 
•to a later day? 


While retail analysts and U. S. Com- 


merce Department officials concede 
that future prognostication is based on 
a'number of variables, each of which 
makes accurate forecasting 
highly 


questionable, several factors do seem 
to stand out: 


• Consumers are willing and able to 


buy more "big ticket" items. 


• Yet, there is still strong public 


concern about inflationary pressures 
within the economy that could quickly 
trigger caution about making larger 
financial outlays. 


The first quarter gross national 


product (the nation's total output of 
goods and services) grew at an an- 
nual rate of 6.4 per 'cent, 3 per cent 
•more than what had been widely an- 
ticipated during the long winter 
months of 1976-1977. 


April, 1977, car production was 


around 9.3 million cars, 12 per cent 
above April, 1976 figures. Now, some 


auto leaders like Henry Ford II are 
talking about total 1977 sales of well 
over 11 million cars, about matching 
the 1973 high of 11.4 million sales. 


MOREOVER, APRIL home starts, 


although down from March levels (as 
was also true with auto sales) came 
in at a handsome annual rate of 1.88 
million units. 


Major factors underlying the recent 


spurt in consumer spending are addi- 
tional jobs (now numbering over 90 
million throughout the economy) and 
stepped up per capita disposable in- 
come. In addition, say some analysts, 
there is a feeling that the "worst" of 
the 1974-1975 recession is well behind 
us.- 


"The main characteristic of the pre- 


sent time," says Dr. Richard Cm-tin, 
director of the survey of consumer 
attitudes for the Survey Research 
Center at the University of Michigan, 
is "volatility. Everything is outwardly 
steady at the moment. But it would be 
very dangerous to look at just one or 


two indicators and say, "This is the 
trend.' " 
• Consumers today, explains Dr. Cur- 
tin, are basically wary. They "feel op- 
timistic" about the economy. But he 
says, there is a deep sense of public 
cautiousness, stemming 
from con- 


cerns about inflation, as well as what 
is perceived to be very real short- 
term costs to the public resulting 
from the new Carter administration 
energy plan. 


"IF YOU SEE a 'boom psychology' 


ahead," says Dr. Curtin, "the answer 
is 'no.1 " 


Many retail officials, for their part, 


are already sensing a greater caution 
on the part of the buying public. Dur- 
ing 1976 total U. S. retail sales 
reached $651 billion. According to pre- 
1 i m i n a r y U. S. Census Bureau 
analysis, 1977 sales should reach at 
least $700 billion.

See the light, beware of solar fraud 


NEW YORK — The next source of 


fraud for consumers to worry about is 
solar-energy fraud. And if not fraud, 
incompetence — in the design, manu- 
facture and installation of solar heat- 
ing systems. 


Much of the solar equipment on the 


market is excellent, and the number 
of people trained to install it properly, 
increasing. But the day has not ar- 
rived when you can walk into a heat- 
ing-supply store and buy, with con- 
fidence, off the shelf. 


Some of the systems on the market 


are substandard, likely to$eak or cor- 
rode, or not up to the heating job as- 
signed them. A few are outright 
frauds. And even a good system may 
be so poorly Installed that it doesn't 
work, or doesn't last. 


Congress is considering a tax credit 


that would lower the cost of solar 
heating equipment and perhaps bring 
millions of new customers into the

sumer Affairs is a must. It contains 
an enormous amount of technical and 
financial information about how the 
various systems work and how to fig- 
ure whether they'll actually save you 
any money. "Buying Solar" costs 
$1.85, from the Government Printing 
Office, Washington D.C. 20402. 


• Have your home tightly caulked, 


insulated and storm windowed — then 
watch your heating bills for a while. 


• Don't buy solar without first get- 


ting the advice of a heating engineer 
experienced in residential solar in- 
stallations. Right now they're about 
as rare as whopping cranes, but the 
flock is increasing. 


Most major metropolitan areas will 


have the talen you need, as well areas 
with schools of engineering or archi- 
tecture. The National Solar Heating 
and Cooling Information Center (toll- 
free number: 800-523-2929) will give 
you the names of engineers and archi- 


tects in your area who claim to have 
solar experience, although the center 
doesn't check them out. Also, look in 
the Yellow Pages of your phone book 
under "Engineers, Heating." 


Avoid buying from a manufacturer 


who claims his system is 100 per cent 
efficient. It can't be. Avoid low-cost 
installations — the odds are that they 
won't work well. Avoid salesmen who 
assure you, after looking around your 
house, that the system will pay for 
itself within three or four years That 
evaluation should be made by an inde- 
pendent engineer. It's not uncommon 
for the payback period to run 10 to 15 
years or more. 


Be leery of companies working from 


post office box numbers. Do business 
with a firm that's been at the same 
location for many years and will give 
you the names of some customers, so 
you can check their work.

Blue chips rally 
to boost Dow 
close up 5 pts. 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Blue chips 


and glamors rallied late Tuesday af- 
ternoon to drive tho stock market 
higher In fairly active trading that re- 
flected portfolio adjustments by big- 
money Investors. 


The Dow Jones Industrial average, 


which dropped more than three points 
to 899 at the outset, rallied to gain 5.60 
points and close at 908.67. The closely 
watched average of 30 selected blue- 
chip Industrials plunged 9.16 points 
Monday. 


Analsts said Investors were encour- 


aged the Dow was able to hold at the 
900 level. A decisive fall through that 
level could have damaged investor 
morale, analysts said, and triggered 
selling. 


SOME 
ANALYSTS NOTED 
the 


Dow's action at the 900 level was the 
opposite of the blue-chip average at 
the 1,000 level. It doesn't seem to 
want to go below 900, but was unable 
to sustain moves last year above 
1,000. 


With the end of the second quarter 


about three weeks away, many In- 
stitutions were adjusting their por- 
tfolios. This was one of the reasons 
the Dow Jones utilities average 
reached a new 1977 high of 112 38 


The New York stock exchange com-

FOR BOTH REPUBLICAN and 


Democrat today, "big government" 
usually is a distasteful phrase. 


Former President 'Ford, in his 


budget message Jan. 17, spoke of the 
need "to gain greater control over the 
rate of growth of government spend- 
ing." 


Some days later, in presenting his 


revisions of the Ford budget, Presi- 
dent Carter made a similar point. 
Federal expenditures, he noted, have 
in the last two fiscal years amounted 
to some 22 to 23 per cent of GNP. 
That is above the 21 per cent average 
of the last 10 years. 


Carter promised to reduce federal 


spending to that average by 1981. 


Achieving that goal may not be 


easy, though. Allan H. Meltzer, pro- 
fessor of economics at Carnegie-Mel- 
lon University, explains that "the gov- 
ernment grows as a result of rational 
behavior. Individuals and groups con- 
cerned with their own interests seek 
benefits. The loss that many experi- 
ence from the continued growth of 
government does not produce a win- 
ning coalition that gains from reduc- 
ing the size of government." 


The costs of a new government pro- 


gram are diffused over a large group 
through taxes. Consumers may not 
even be aware of some of these taxes. 
They may not know that sales taxes 
or corporate Income taxes are largely 
passed on to the purchaser. They may 
not realize that federal budget deficits 
are sometimes paid for by "printing" 
money and thus stimulating inflation. 


On the other hand, public aid, sub- 


sidies, and benefits are tangible, vis- 
ible, and usually concentrated on a 
smaller group. 


PROFESSOR MELTZER, urges a

"flaw" in the democratic system will 
mean ever-growing government. 


Even so, the proportionate size of 


government in the United States re- 
mains small relative to many other 
industrial nations. The Organization 
for Economic Cooperation and Devel- 
opment, ranking non-Communist in- 
dustrial countries according to the 
percentage total tax revenues take of 
GNP, puts the U. S. in 16th place in 
1974, the last year comparative statis- 
tics are available. 


Those attacking "big government" 


often point to nations such as Britain, 
where the economy has been in 
trouble, as examples of the detrimen- 
tal impact of excessive state activity. 


Those supporting an increased role 


for government in the economy main- 
tain such an argument is fallacious. 
As proof, they offer the fact that such 
prosperous nations as West Germany, 
Sweden, the Netherlands, smd Den- 
mark have an even greater portion of 
GNP absorbed by government than 
the U. S. Further, they note, Sweden 
has a higher standard 
of living 


than the United States. 


IN ANY CASE, THE V. S. would 


have to socialize medicine, nationalize 
public transportation, and possibly 
take over even more industries to 
reach the level of government activity 
in the Scandinavian countries. Yet in 
these nations, free enterprise remains 
the dominant sector, though its advo- 
cates grumble loudly about taxes and 
regulatory burdens. 


Already capitalism has changed 


enormously, much more than many 
people realize. Writes economist Eli 
Ginzberg m the December issue of the 
magazine Scientific American: "Few 
truisms are so firmly implanted in the 
American consciousness as the notion 
that our economy is a private-enter- 
prise one. The fact is that it is not. It 
is private and public, profit-making 
and not-for-profit; a pluralistic econo- 
my of private enterprise, nonprofit in- 
stitutions, and government."

National economic planning is not 


dead in the United States. 


By the end of this month, however, 


Washington experts reckon Congress 
will have passed the tax-cutting, jobs- 
creating legislation. The key econom- 
ic officials in "the Carter adminis- 
tration will then have the time and, it 
is thought, the will to help revitalize a 
national economic planning scheme. 
At least that is the hope of congres- 
sional advocates of such planning. 


"We intend to make the bill more 


palatable in terms of having it pass," 
explained a staff member in the office 
of Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D, of 
Minnesota. 
' 


In the last 
Congress 
Senators 


Humphrey and Jacob K. Javits, R. of 
New York introduced a bill, the Bal- 
anced Growth and Economic, Plan- 
ning Act of 1975, intended to make de- 
tailed and coordinated economic pol- 
icy a permanent responsibility of the 
White House and establish a new eco- 
nomic policymaking process. 


THE LEGISLATION IT proposes is 


based largely on the work of a small 
group of prominent individuals calling 
themselves the Initiative Committee 
for National Economic Planning. The 
group was cochaired by Leonard 
Woodcock, president of the United Au- 
tomobile Workers and Wassily Leon- 
tief, then an economics professor at 
Harvard University. Professor Leon- 
tief won a Nobel prize for his creation 
and development of input-output eco- 
nomics — a method of economic 
analysis that, with computers, makes 
national planning much more feasible. 
Mr Leontief is a thoroughgoing demo- 
crat, opposed to dictatorships of left 
or right. But the techniques he has

Prof. Irving Kristol of 
New York University wrote that cer- 
tain intellectuals are "basically sus- 
picious of, and hostile to, the market 
precisely because the market is so 
vulgarly democratic . . . responsive 
to the common appetites, preferences, 
and aspirations of common people. 
The 'new class' — intelligent, edu- 
cated, energetic — has little respect 
for such a commonplace civilization."

THE PLANE HAD taken off about 


7:30 A.m. from Cable Airport in Up- 
land en route to San Diego. It appar- 
ently experienced engine trouble and 
th pilot radioed he was returning. The 
National Safety and Transportation 
Board in Los Angeles said the plane 
was flying on instruments through a 
heavy overcast. 


A witness to the crash, Richard Do- 


nahue, said he was driving to work, 
heard the plane's sputtering engines,

through the clouds. 


"I stopped the car and got out about 


a block away," Donahue said. "It ap- 
peared again out of the overcast and 
in a steep bank.

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Alternate water sources 
detailed in state study 


The Fox and Kankakee rivers, con- 


struction of reservoirs and even rain- 
making over Lake Michigan may be 
used to provide needed water to 
Northeastern Illinois, according to a 
study by the State Water Survey. 


The study said there is not enough 


water In area wells to meet demand, 
and said even increased usage of 
Lake Michigan water will not solve 
the problem in the six-county Chicago 
area. 


Information in the study was used 


by the state for the allocation of Lake 
Michigan water announced April 29. 
Eight Northwest suburban commu- 
nities were among those receiving a 
share of lake water. 


"MOSTLY THE IMPACT of the 


study is on the towns that did not get 
allocations," said William C. Acker- 
man, chief of the survey. 


Ackerman said towns that did not 


get allocations will have to develop al- 


ternate water sources, noting the 
study outlines several. 


For example, water can be extrac- 


ted from the Fox River north of El- 
gin, treated and used in communities 
from Algonquin to Aurora. The Kan- 
kakee River, less polluted than the 
Fox, could serve much of the Joliet 
area. 


The report said a series of reser- 


voirs might also be used to provide 
water outside of Cook County. One po- 
tential location for a reservoir Is 
along Buffalo Creek in Lake County. 


More exotic methods of water sup- 


ply include an artificial method of 
recharging 
groundwater 
supplies, 


rain-making and de-salting water 
from the Mt. Simon aquifer. An aqui- 
fer is an underground bed of water. 


Several studies are now In progress 


to identify the best water sources. 
Ackerman, however, said the individ- 
ual towns will each have to decide 
what method is best for them. 


Keats rips judge's ruling 
acquitting Aleman at trial 


A freshman Republican legislator 


from Cook County Tuesday joined in 
the call to remove Circuit Court 
Judge Frank Wilson from the bench 
for acquitting alleged syndicate hit 
man Harry Aleman. 


"Cither he is a crook or the Mafia 


got to him," charged State Rep. Ro- 
ger Keats, R-Wlnnetka. Keats, who 
represents a district that includes por- 
tions of Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, 
joined two other lawmakers in calling 
for the Illinois Judicial Inquiry Board 
to file a complaint against Wilson 
with the Illinois Courts Commission. 
The agency has the power to remove 
Wilson from the bench. 


Wilson acquitted Aleman last month 


after a bench trial in which eye- 
witnesses testified they had seen Ale- 
man murder Chicago Teamster's 
union official William Logan in 1972. 


KEATS SAID HE has talked with 


several county officials privately who 
said Wilson's decision was "one of the 
worst ever handed down in the Cook 
County Circuit Court." 


"He made this ruling despite the 


fact there was an eyewitness who did 
not change his story over four years," 
Keats said. 


"The 80th General Assembly has 


passed the toughest anticrime legisla- 
tion ever passed by any legislature in 
America. Yet when you have Judges 
like Frank Wilson, the laws are irrele- 
vant," he said. 


During the past weekend, State 


Rep. Calvin Skinner, R-Crystal Lake, 
and State Rep. Roscoe Cunningham, 
R-Lawreocevllle, both called for Wil- 
son's removal. 


"Certainly, if there ever will be a 


justifiable case to merit removal, it 
will be that of Frank Wilson," the two 
lawmakers said in a joint statement. 


KEATS IS THE first legislator to 


join in the criticism of Wilson's ac- 
tion. 


Wilson has contended that he was 


not threatened during the trial, but he 
could not find Aleman guilty because 
thre was not sufficient evidence to 
support the charges. 


Keats said the witnesses who came 


forward in the trial now have put 
their lives in serious jeopardy because 
of Wilson's decision. 


"I hope every voter in Cook County 


remembers Wilson's name. He will 


have to come up on the retention bal- 
lot sooner or later and I hope he 
doesn't fet one vote to be retained. He 
doesn't get one vote to be retained. 
The man is on,y at best, one step bet- 
ter than the murderer that he turned 
loose on the streets," Keats said.

Palmer, forced to qualify for only 


the second time since he won the 
prestigious tournament in i960, rush- 
ed play on his final home as a severe 
thunderstorm blew over the Myers 
Park Country Club course to finish 
with a om-under-par 141. 


Forty golfers with totals of 144 or 


better over 36 holes at the Myors 
Park and Charlotte Country Club 
courses made the field for the Open to 
be played next week at Southern Hills 
Country Club In Tulsa, Okla. 


BILLY CASPER, winner of the 


Open in 1950 and 1969, had a 146 total 
and will be sidelined for this year's 
tournament as will 1954 champion Ed 
Furgol, who withdrew from qualifying 
after an opening round 79. 


In reviewing the American Kennel 


Club figures for last year, you don't 
have to look very far to realize that 
dog shows are a way of life in this 
country and Increasing in size each 
year. 


Of the 732 all-breed shows held dur- 


ing 1976, 50 of them had entries of 
dogs in actual competition of over 
2,000.

lot of dog show activity, you're right 1 
Then consider this, all that has been 
referred to is the American Kennel 
Club, which Is the largest pure-bred 
dog registration organization in the 
country. There Are others perhaps not 
as large, but they too, have their 
events. Except for Christmas, there 
Is not one weekend during the year 
when there is not some sort of dog 
show activity. As a matter of fact, 
there are a number of days during the 
week that also have some sort of show 
or field trial going on.

Age limit for collegians? 


CHAMPAIGN, HI. — John Chaplin 


doesn't make the rules. He just takes 
advantage of them. 


He isn't hired to propel the United 


States Olympic movement. He Is paid 
to field the best track team he can for 
an NCAA Division I university at 
Pullman, Wash. 


The result of Chaplin's approach is 


a raft of Kenyan runners who have 
not only made Washington State com- 
petitive with Southern Cal and UCLA 
in the Pacific-8 but a national cham- 
pionship contender. 


THE MAJOR complaint against 


Chaplin is the age of his athletes. His 
ace distance runner, Henry Rono, en- 
rolled at age 24 as an already estab- 
lished world-class athlete. 


Many U.S. coaches feel such re- 


cruiting is improper and has a stifling 
effect on young American runners, ul- 
timately hurting the U.S Olympic pro- 
gram. Cecil Coleman, Illinl athletic 
director and a member of the NCAA 
Council, Informs that he supports pro- 
posed legislation which would set a 
common age limit for all collegiate 
performers.

But officials doubt it will pass the 


NCAA body, causing Chaplin to state: 


"THE COURTS HAVE ruled that 


colleges can't differentiate between 
foreign and U.S. students, so the an- 
swer could be a common age rule. I 
favor it, but it's not my place to make 
a moral judgment. I don't make the 
rules." 
'' Chaplin believes the central prob- 
lem lies with NCAA scholarship lim- 
its. 


"The NCAA has decided, in its in- 


finite wisdom, to cut track and field to 
14," he said. "That's hardly fair in 
comparison with other sports. Foot- 
ball uses 44 players and has 95 schol- 
arships. Basketball uses five and has 
15. Other sports are allowed more 


scholarships than they need for front- 
line players. But in track we have 17 
or 18 individual events, and only 14 
scholarships. 


"I THINK IT is unfair. You can't 


legislate equality. What you're doing 
is legislating mediocrity." 


Warming up to the subject, Chaplin 


continued: 


"If we really want to help the Olym- 


pic movement, .instead "of screaming 
every four years and forgetting about 
it, the first thing we should do in this 
country Is improve our club system 
and insert high school events like the 
steeplechase, hammer and distance 
events that conform to the Olympic 
events. Only one state has the ham- 
mer as an event." 


Typically, the NCAA champion in 


the hammer was WSU neighbor Scott 
Neilson of Washington with a record 
toss of 22W. Neilson hails from Cana- 
da. 


"I KNOW, said Chaplin, "that 


UCLA and Southern Cal want me to 
recruit in Orange County (Calif.) be- 
cause I'd only get what's left after 
they've taken their pick. What they 


don't understand is that my alumni 
want to see some winners hitting the 
tape with WSU jerseys. 


"So we have eight or nine foreign- 


ers along with about 35 home-state re- 
cruits. I don't think that's sufficient to 
cause all this panic. 


+ 
"I didn't hear anyone complaining 


when those foreign soccer-style kick- 
ers came in and the football coaches 
started going after them. "It'll" hap- 
pen in baseball too if this country ever 
signs a treaty with Cuba. College 
coaches are alike in one respect. They 
want to win. They want to get the best 
athletes they can with the scholar- 
ships they have. 


"Remember, the NCAA meet isn't 


the American championships. The 
AAU is the American championships. 
What we're doing in Champaign is 
running Division I of the NCAA. All 
this talk about an age limit is moot at 
this point because there is no rule of 
this nature, and I don't believe the 
presidents and administrators of our 
universities will allow that kind of a 
rule to be imposed."

The X-Ray 
is valuable 
tool of science 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nlca's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future (o Gary Herschenroeder, 14, of 
Desoto, Mo., for his question: 


HOW DOES THE X-RAY WORK? 
William Konrad Roentgen was exper- 


imenting with cathode rays in Wurz- 
burg, Germany, in 1895, and while work- 
ing in a dark room and studying fluores- 
cence, he came up with some informa- 
tion that led to the discovery of what he 
called the X-ray. In his honor, X-rays 
are today also'called roentgen rays. 


X-rays are a form of electromagnetic 


radiation, similar to light but having 
shorter wavelengths. The ra>s are ca- 
pable of penetrating solids. 


Unlike cathode rays, from which X- 


rays are produced, they are not deflect- 
ed by electric charge. They are com- 
monly produced in glass tubes which 
contain two electrodes — the anode and 
the cathode. 


When a high voltage is applied be- 


tween electrodes, streams of cathode 
rays, or electrons, leave the cathode, 
are accelerated across the tube and, af- 
ter attaining a high velocity, they strike 
the anode which is made of platinum, 
tungsten or some other metal of high 
melting'point. X-rays are then given off 
in the process of the sudden stopping of 
the electrons. 


X-rays penetrate many substances to 


a greater or lesser degree, depending 
on the material. Wood and flesh are 
easily penetrated, but metal is more 
difficult. Penetrating power depends 
upon the energy of the X-ray. 


The penetrating property of X-rays is 


used in making X-ray pictures, which 
are also called radiographs or skia- 
graphs. The darkness of the shadows 
produced upon the photographic plate 
depends upon the degree to which the 
different substances can be penetrated 
by the rays. A shadow-like picture of an 
arm bone, recorded on an X-ray, can 
show if there is a break or a crack. 


X-rays can destroy living tissue and 


can also cause burns to human flesh if 
it is exposed to their action for too long 
a period. For this reason, care is taken 
when giving X-rays, and technicians 
leave the room or wear special shields. 


The destructive power is used to great 


advantage in X-ray therapy, with treat- 
ments providing benefits not found in 
other medical form. 


X-rays are also used for the examina- 


tion of many merchandise items. Jew- 
elry, for example, can be checked for 
defects and also tested to see if it is 
genuine and not an imitation. Old mas- 
ter paintings have also been X-rayed as 
a way of establishing their authenticity.

CAN CATFISH LIVE IN MUD? 
Catfish are indeed a very hardy group 


of fish. They are scavengers and are 
able to withstand unfavorable condi- 
tions for a relatively long period of 
time. 


Some catfish have been known to 


survive for long periods of time in mud 
with very little water. One variety, the 
Doradidae, is known fo be able to crawl 
over long distances of land. This type 
also has modifications in his throat and 
gills that let him make loud noises. 


There are 36 species of North Ameri- 


can catfish. You'll find them in all parts 
of the country in muddy, stagnant wa- 
ter, although they're native to the east- 
ern parts of the country.

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Woman fights milage for return of car 


Carol Koby» car was 10 years old 


and dented, but It was all she had. 


Last January Arlington Heights offi- 


cials ordered it towed from her drive- 
way and in May It was crushed. 


Now Mrs. Koby, who tried for four 


months to get her car returned, has 
vowed to fight until the village admits 
Its mistake and pays her what the ve- 
hicle was worth. 


The village ticketed the car for 


being "Inoperable and unlicensed," 
but Mrs. Koby said, "I chose not to 
drive the car and was told by the 
state that I didn't have to have license 
plates if I didn't drive the car. Then 
the village comes along and says the 
car is inoperable because I can't 
drive It without license plates. You 
can't win." 


IN LETTERS TO Mrs. Koby and 


her husband, Jim, between last July 
and May, administrators cited local 


and state laws defining abandoned 
and inoperable vehicles as ones which 
cannot be driven or have not been 
used for seven consecutive days. 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "in an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours unless It is in an enclosed ga- 
rage." 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those,rules were 


written, to keep junk heaps off the 
street. But those rules do not fit my 
situation " 


The car's front fender and grill 


were damaged in an accident in Sep- 
tember 1975, but the car was still 
driveable. Mrs. Koby said she and her 
husband planned to get if fixed when

they could afford the $600 repair 
costs. 


THE KOBYS HAD not driven the 


car since December 1975 because they 
did not need the extra transportation 
and did not want to pay for 1976 li- 
cense plates. At that time, Koby 
brought home a company car and his 
wife got tides to her Elk Grove Vil- 
lage secretarial job. 


Then in March 1976 Koby lost his 


job and the use of the company car. 
But the Chrysler remained parked in 
the driveway of their home. 


In July the village got Involved by 


ticketing the car and the Kobys' prob- 
lems with local authorities began. 


Arlington Heights 
administrators 


have another story, however. George 
L. Weinand, health services coordina- 
tor, talks about two unclaimed regis- 
tered letters sent to the Kobys, two 
unanswered messages and the Kobys' 
refusal to sign a release for the car. 


Mrs. Koby answers. "Twice they 


said they left messages with my 10- 
year-old daughter, Kim, which I never 
got. And I never received notice of a 
registered letter in the mail. 


"AND WE WERE TOLD by some- 


one at the village not to sign a release 
for the car until we had it in our pos- 
session," she said. "Otherwise what 
recourse would we have if they re- 
turned it stripped?" 


Bill Zucaro Sr., manager of Globe 


Auto Recycling Co., which towed and 
destroyed the car, said that in mid- 


January a village representative re- 
quested that be return the Kobys' car 
and waive the towing and storage 


But Zucaro said he was not able'to 


return the car to them at the time 
they signed the release, so the Kobys 
didn't sign. Village officials read that 
as an uncooperative action and tie 
differences between the two parties 
widened. 


But there are other problems with 


the accounts Zucaro and Mrs. Koby 
give, including the condition of the 
car. 


Mrs. Koby said she paid $900 for It 


in 1974, that it was equipped with 
leather seats, a rebuilt engine, new 
tires and air conditioning and except 
for the dented front fender and grill 
was in "perfect" condition. 


Zucaro said the auto was worth $15,

or Michael A. Bilandic's election. 


They had not even lighted the 


streetlights before the vote was count- 
ed, the speeches made and the bal- 
loons cut loose 


On the stage of the Bismarck 


Theatre, Bilandic, a man and a name 
most people never heard of six 
months ago, stood between his aged 
mother. Minnie, and his flashy fiancee 
Heather Morgan. He was now the 
people's choice to head the nation's 
second biggest city. 


"1 will work in the same manner to 


help all Chicago neighborhoods and 
our downtown, the neighborhood that 
belongs to all the people," the soft- 
spoken Bilandic said. 


IT WAS AN appropriate summation 


of a campaign that had promised a 
continuation of the policies, if not the 
pizzazz, of the late Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley. 


Officially, the election ended at 7:15 


p m. Tuesday when Chicago Aid. Den- 
nis Block conceded defeat. But unoffi- 
cially, the election was over before it 
ever began. 


Bilandic, 54, trounced his 29-year- 


old opponent Chicago style, capturing 
80 per cent of the relatively small 
number of voters who turned out.

Details of the agreement were with- 


held pending the vote Friday . 
V It had 


been reported the contract dispute In- 
volved commissions, pensions, insur- 
ance and seniority.

bottlers. 


Many stores in the area were out of 


bottled pop, but did have supplies of 
canned soda. The strike also affected 
the delivery of soft drink syrups used 
in bars and restaurants. 


Debates planned to narrow 10th Dist. race

Republican leaders in the 10th Con- 


gressional District Tuesday unveiled a 
plan to double the length of the cam- 
paign for the seat now held by U.S. 
Rep Abner J. Mikva, a Democrat. 


New Trier Township Republican 


Committeeman David E. Brown, the 
state GOP centra] committeeman for 
the district, announced the township 
political organization will bold a 
series of debates starting July 20 to 
help "winnow down" the number of 
candidates for the March 1978 prima- 
ry Normally campaigns do not start 


until candidates file nominating peti- 
tions in December. 


Brown disclosed the plan in a letter 


sent to major contributors to former 
Rep. Samuel H. Young's campaign. 
Young, who has run against Mikva 
three times in the past six years, is 
not expected to make another bid for 
the office. 


BROWN SAID he expects there will 


be between three and six candidates 
taking part in the debate. 


"None of them has complained 


about the summer debates, but then 
they really don't have much choice 
because this is what the com- 


mitteemen decided, Brown said. 


B r o w n ' s letter indicated com- 


mitteemen from Maine, Niles, North- 
field and Evanston townships have 
been meeting with him and other 
prominent Republicans since Young's 
201 vote loss to Mikva last November. 


He said the group rejected the idea 


of having a large scale districtwide 
nominating convention or using a 
small group of party leaders to rec- 
ommend a candidate for the township 
organizations to endorse. 


Republicans, who have been stung 


twice in the past two congressional 
elections by Mikva, are hoping to 


avoid a divisive primary election so a 
unified campaign 
can be waged 


against the Evanston Democrat in the 
November 1978 election. 


A leasa three candidates, State 


Rep. John E. Porter, Peter Pierce, 
both of Evanston, and Daniel Hales of 
Winnetka are expected to take part in 
the debates, Brown said. 


AN ATTORNEY, Hales, ran second 


to Young in a three-way primary in 
1976. A political unknown, his per- 
formance, which put him ahead of 
State Sen. John Nlmrod, R-Glenvlew, 
was viewed as a major accom- 
plishment in the politically active 


North Shore district. 


Porter considered entering the race 


two years ago but dropped his plans 
after he determined fund-raising ef- 
forts would be difficult. 


Pierce is assistant to the president 


of CFS Continental, Chicago. He 
served in 1971 as an assistant to El- 
liott Richardson, then secretary of the 
Dept. of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare. 


Brown said he thinks two or three 


other candidates may take part in the 
debates.

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) — Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30 6 per cent. 


County Corar. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this Incredible division hi the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," to 


said. "It was a very emotional iscut 
and there waa a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, pasted by the

These are to be 
presented at a budged committee meeting 7 p.m. Monday at 
Holmes Junior High School, 1900 W. Longquist, Mount Prospect. 


City offers owner compromise 


Des Plaines will waive about $2,000 


in building permit fees if the owner of 
the Woodland Avenue townhouse com- 
plex agrees to correct several alleged 
building and health code violations. 


The city council Monday authorized 


City Atty. Charles Hug to make the 
offer to Raymond K. Jorgensen, of 
Lake Forest, owner of 20 of 31 units at 
the complex, 1560 to 1578 Woodland 
Ave., Des Plaines. 


Before making the improvements to 


the buildings' electrical and plumbing 
systems, Jorgensen normally would 
have to pay about $2,000 for building 


permits, Hug said Tuesday. The city 
would waive those fees in an attempt 
to settle the issue out of court. 


HUG SAID about four or five differ- 


ent types of building code violations 
remain at the complex, although the 
more serious violations — including 
problems with garbage, rodents and 
roaches — have been corrected since 
the city first cracked down on the 
complex last fall. 


City officials posted "no occupan- 


cy" signs on the units last November 
because of the violations. Jorgensen 
filed suit against the city, however, 


and Cook County Circuit Court Judge 
Francis T. Delaney ordered the sign 
removed, pending the outcome of the 
suit. 


Hug said he hopes to reach an 


agreement with Jorgensen's lawyer 
by June 15, the date of their next 
court appearance. 


Jorgensen contends in the suit that 


his buildings, when constructed in 
1960, complied with the Cook County 
building code. The complex later was 
annexed by the city, but he said the 
city's building code should not apply 
in the area of the alleged violations. 


THE SUIT CHARGES the city with 


harassment because of the "no occu- 
pancy" signs, injury to Jorgensen's 
reputation and financial injury be- 
cause the signs prevented the owner 
from renting vacant units. Jorgensen 
is seeking $25,000 in actual damages 
and $75,000 for mental anguish. 


The city ordered the violations cor- 


rected last fall after 125 residents in 
the area signed petitions asking that 


' the complex be closed until conditions 


were improved. 


The complex includes five buildings.

Dist. 62 mulls school closing plan 


by RENA COHEN 


After three reports and months of 


meetings, the Des Plaines Dist. 62 
long-range planning committee has 
proposed that the board of education 
return to the drawing board to deter- 
mine how to decide to close a school. 


At the board's June 20 meeting, the 


committee will recommend that the 
board begin to develop criteria for de- 
ciding when the district's declining 
enrollment will force a school closing, 
committee chairman Wallace Meyer 
said. 


"The committee talked at length to 


decide at what point, because of de- 
clining enrollment and because of fi- 
nances, it would make sense to close 
a building," Meyer said. "Our opinion 
was it's not necessary to close a 
school this year (1977-78), but if it's 
desirable for the 1978-79 school year, 
we would have to start planning pret- 
ty quick for an orderly transition." 


MEYER SAID the board will have 


to come to grips with "specific cri- 
teria, what date and what the point of 
no return should be" in deciding when 
to dose a school. 


Meyer and the committee's two oth- 


er board members met Monday to 
discuss three sets of recommenda- 
tions regarding how the district 
should cope with the trend that has 
seen its enrollment shrink from a 1969 
peak of about 7,300 to its current 5,500 
students. By the 1980-81 school year, 
enrollment is expected to drop anoth- 
er 30 per cent, leaving 4,173 students 
in the district. 


Of the three advisory reports, sub- 


mitted by a citizens' committee, a 
teachers' committee and district prin- 
cipals, only the citizens' group out- 
lined criteria for making a school 


closing decision. That committee rec- 
ommended that Central, South or 
West elementary schools be the first 
buildings considered for closing. At a 
meeting May 24, the committee fore- 
cast the district's first school closing 
for September 1978. 


Meyer said Tuesday the board will 


not limit itself to considering the 
three schools recommended by the 
citizens' group. 


Neither the teachers' nor the princi- 


pals' report dealt with the school 
closing issue except to say that no 
buildings would need to be closed in 
the near future. 


Reapply for state funds 
Dist. 59 to keep gifted program

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 will 


continue its talent development pro- 
gram for gifted children next year. 


In a 4-to-3 vote, the Dist. 59 Board 


of Education Monday directed admin- 
istrators to reapply for state funding 
for the 2-year-old gifted program.

"When we discussed budget cuts we

The talent development program 


serves about 450 gifted students in 
grades two through eight with pilot 
programs offered in advanced math, 
reading, music, social studies, science 
and creative writing and thinking.

The 
$17,000 for the program coordinator 
the only expense the district bears, 
coordinator Charlene Bessey said.

Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le-

held pending the vote Friday.,It had 
been reported the contract dispute in- 
volved commissions, pensions, insur- 
ance and seniority.

Letter charges meeting of Stavros, Hein 


A letter charging that Village Pres. 


W i l l i a m Hein met with James 
Stavros, kingpin of the 1974 village 
zoning shakedown scandal, was pre- 
sented Tuesday night to the Wheeling 
Village Board. 


Hein has denied meeting with 


Stavros. 


Trustee John Cole submitted the let- 


ter from Robert Westrich, 363 Mau- 
reen Dr., to substantiate his claims 
that Hein has met with Stavros. Cole 
said the letter was "a response to a 
challenge issued to me" by Hein. 


In the letter, Westrich said he "ob- 


served Mr. Hein and Mr 
Stavros 


talking to each other in front of 
Wheeling Auto Parts Store on S. Mil- 
waukee Ave. in Wheeling (owned by 
Heln's parents) Tuesday, April-26 or 
Wednesday, April 27,1977. Their con- 
versation was outside the store and 
then progressed to what! assume was 
Mr. Hein's office inside the store. I 
made this assumption because when I 
entered the store to make a purchase 
they were not in view but their voices 
could be heardJ" 


"MY PURPOSE in relating this to 


you is my concern with Mr. Hein's 
association with James Stavros. It is 
public knowledge that Mr. Stavros has 


recently been released from prison 
due to his illegal involvement in vil- 
lage affairs. The people of Wheeling 
whom Mr. Hein now represents as vil- 
lage president have a right to ques- 
tion any private association he has 
with Mr. Stavros. 


"If the present village board is 


representative of the people then a 
high priority of business should be to 
file suit for recovery of damages and 
funds extorted by James Stavros and 
others involved in a recent scandal. 
When the suit is filed and followed 
through my mind will be eased as to 
the intentions of the present village 


board," Westrich said. 


Westrich said he has been a Wheel- 


ing resident for 20 years and has met 
both Hein and Stavros on numerous 
occasions. 


In presenting the letter, Cole said 


that he has accused "Mr. Hein on 
nothing more than merely meeting 
with Mr. Stavros." 


"I have never said I knew what 


transpired during or as a result of 
that meeting," Cole said. "It may 
have been a perfectly innocent and 
chance meeting but then one wonders 
when Mr. Hein has so vehemently de- 
nied to so many people that it ever 


took place and why, even as late as 
last Wednesday, he continues to seek 
out individuals and further deny it," 
Cole said. 


COLE SAID THAT Hein, who "de- 


manded a public apology from me," 
should issue an apology to all citizens 
of the village. 


Hein denied that he has met with 


Stavros, noting that Stavros brother 
Ted, "comes in the store quite 
frequently." 


"I'm sure if we look up the dates 


we will find an invoice signed by Ted 
Stavros. Mr. James Stavros has not

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 
•"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural Values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she,, told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


' 
With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
qluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep, it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility ongoing to federal court 
for mjuHctivV relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset.

ting on their streets, thiowing eggs at 
their homes, leaving garbage on their 
lawns and using abusive language 


"We went to who we thought was 


right, the village. They told us the law 
is good We will bee," says the woman 
who has become the spokeswoman for 
nine residents. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS told them 


they would beef up patiols in Hie area 


but there was little else they could do 
unless the residents signed complaints 
against the teen-agers. 


"It's very difficult to deal with Mr. 


and Mrs. Anonymous," says police 
Sgt. Art Volght. 


"I think we've done everything we 


could possibly do. Now we're waiting 
for these people to come forth and 
say, there we are ready to stand up for 
something,'" says Sgt. R. L. Goz- 
decki, who has been patrolling the 
area for the last month. 


Police made 426 special patrols in 


that neighborhood between the hours 
of 3 and 11 p.m. during May, accord.- 
ing to a report by Police Chief Harry 
Walsh. 


"When the police came by, they 


saw nothing We just can't catch them 
at it," Goidecki says. Without wit- 
nesses to offenses, the police are pow- 
erless, he says.

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712.000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted', the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 >or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional 
grounds, accusing Miss 


Bryant of fostering a "witch bunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty " 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. 
If voters favored the 


a m e n d m e n t , they bad to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Residents ask a price for center 


Property owners in Buffalo Grove's 


proposed town center are willing to 
sell their land to one developer ca- 
pable of building the whole center if 
they can get the right price, owners 
told the village's town center com- 
mittee Tuesday. 


"I'm ready to sit down with any- 


one," if the price is right, said Frank 
Mirampnti, spokesman for a trust that 
owns five acres within the center. The 
only owners present who did not 
agree with Miramonti were two 
couples who own homes on the south- 
ern edge of the 80-acre site bounded 
by Buffalo Grove Road, 111. Rte. 83 
and the new Lake-Cook Road. 


Persons representing the owners of 


about 65 acres attended the meeting. 


OWNER ALKNUTH said he and a 


20-acre owner not at the meeting 
doubted a large developer would be 
willing to pay the price owners think 
fair. Knuth owns about five acres in 
the northern end of the site. 


Developers are reluctant to talk 


with the many owners of property be- 
cause of delays that might result from 
prolonged negotiations, said Francis 
Callaghan, Another of the 12 owners 
present at the meeting. 


Callaghan, who said he represents 


owners of 25 acres, said he has spoken 
to large developers who are interested 
in developing the center and "I feel 
confident it can be done, but the time 
is now." 


"THE LONGER WE wait, the less 


opportunity there is for the parcel to 
be developed at all," because of in- 
creasing commercial development in 
other parts 
of the village, 
said 


Trustee Howard Keister, who chairs 
the center committee. 


If one developer were to build the 


center it would help ensure an area 
that would conform with the village's 
master plan for the area, Keister 
said. 


"The village Is very interested in 


the development of that town center," 
Keister said. 


That interest has translated into de- 


velopment of a proposed special zon- 
ing ordinance for the area, in- 


vestigation of the costs of bringing 
water and sewer lines into the center 
and careful review of commercial 
development proposals coming into 
the village to make sure they would 
not reduce the center's commercial 
potential, he said. 


CALLAGHAN SAID he is willing to 


act as a go-between for owners willing 
to talk to a single developer. 


From comments by owners Tuesday 


and discussions he has had with other 
owners, Callaghan estimated he could 
put together a 50-acre parcel for po- 
tential development. 


"Get it zoned, make some provisions 


for sewer and water and leave it up to 
us," Callaghan told the committee.

Winchester House to stay open on subsidy 


The threatened closing of Winches- 


ter House has been averted by a U.S. 
Dept of Health, Education and Wel- 
fare decision to allow the 18 Lake 
County townships to subsidize the fi- 
nancially troubled county nursing 
home. 


Lake County State's Atty. Dennis 


Ryan said his office received written 
notification Monday that the town- 
ships would be allowed to subsidize 
the Winchester House in Waukegan 
provided the subsidy does not differ- 
entiate between Medicaid and non-Me- 
dlcald patients. 


Under terms of the agreement, 


Lake County also must agree to dis- 
miss a federal lawsuit challenging 
HEW regulations on subsidizing the 


nursing home. 


Winchester House, the state's larg- 


est county nursing home with 350 
beds, had a deficit of $800,000 last 
year and was expected to lose up to 
$1.4 million this year. 


T H E 
FINANCIAL 
PROBLEM 


stemmed from a combination of low 
state Medicaid payments and the 
HEW regulation that prevented town- 
ships from subsidizing the home. 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Aid 


pays a maximum of $21.56 per day for 
Medicaid patients, while costs al Win- 
chester House are $31 per day. About 
60 per cent of the patients at Winches- 
ter House are Medicaid patients. 


In previous years, the county's 18 


townships were billed for the differ- 


ence between the state payment and 
the actual costs, but an HEW regu- 
lation, which states counties must ac- 
cept the Medicaid payment as pay- 
ment in full, was brought to the atten- 
tion of the township supervisors last 
fall. 


Since then the county has been sub- 


sidizing the home and has stopped ac- 
cepting Medicaid patients. 


The county filed suit against the 


state and HEW in federal court and 
the case is still pending.

Carol Koby's car was 10 years old 


and dented, but it was all she had. 


Last January Arlington Heights offi- 


cials ordered it towed from her drive- 
way and In May It was crushed. 


Now Mrs. Koby, who tried for four 


months to get her car returned, has 
vowed to fight until the village admits 
Its mistake and pays her what the ve- 
hicle was worth. 


The village ticketed the car for 


being "inoperable and unlicensed," 
but Mrs. Koby said, "I chose not to 
drive the car and was told by the 
state that I didn't have to have license 
plates if I didn't drive the car. Then 
the village comes along and says the 
car is Inoperable because I can't 
drive it without license plates. You 
can't win." 


IN LETTERS TO Mrs. Koby and 


her husband, Jim, between last July 
and May, administrators cited local 


and state laws defining abandoned 
and inoperable vehicles as ones which 
cannot be driven or have not been 
used fot^seven consecutive days. < 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "in an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours unless it is in an enclosed ga- 
rage/- 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those rules were 


written, to keep junk heaps off the 
street But those rules do not fit my 
situation." 


The car's front fender and grill 


were damaged in an accident in Sep- 
tember 1975, but the car was still 
driveable. Mrs. Koby said she and her 
husband planned to get if fixed when'

they could afford the $600 repair 
costs. 


THE KOBYS HAD not driven the 


car since December 1975 because they 
did not need the extra transportation 
and did not want to pay for 1976 li- 
cense plates. At that time, Koby 
brought home a company car and his 
wife got rides to her Elk Grove Vil- 
lage secretarial job. 


Then in March 1976 Koby lost his 


job and the use of the company car. 
But the Chrysler remained parked in 
the driveway of their home. 


In July the village got involved by 


ticketing the car and the Kobys' prob- 
lems with local authorities began.

have another story, however. George 
L. Weinand, health services coordina- 
tor, talks about two unclaimed regis- 
tered letters sent to the Kobys, two 
unanswered messages and the Kobys' 
refusal to sign a release for the car. 


Mrs. Koby answers. "Twice they 


said they left messages with my 10- 
year-old daughter, Kim, which I never 
got. And I never received notice of a 
registered letter in the mail. 


"AND WE WERE TOLD by some- 


one at the village not to sign a release 
for the car until we had it in our pos- 
session," she said. "Otherwise what 
recourse would we have if they re- 
turned it stripped?" 


Bill Zucaro Sr., manager of Globe 


Auto Recycling Co., which towed and 
destroyed the car, said that in mid- 


January a village representative re- 
quested that he return the Kobys' car 
and waive the towing and storage 
charges. 


But Zucaro said he was not able to 


return the car to them at the time 
they signed the release, so the Kobys 
didn't sign. Village officials read that 
as an uncooperative action and the 
differences between the two parties 
widened. 


But there are other problems with 


the accounts Zucaro and Mrs. Koby 
give, including the condition of the 
car. 


Mrs. Koby said she paid $900 for it 


in 1974, that it was equipped with 
leather seats, a rebuilt engine, new 
tires and air conditioning and except 
for the dented front fender and grill 
was in "perfect" condition.

Back-to-basics survey OKd in Dist. 59

Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 par- 


ents soon will be surveyed about 
whether they would want their chil- 
dren enrolled in an alternative educa- 
tion program stressing basic skills 
and discipline. 


If parents are interested, the pro- 


gram could be started by September 
at no additional cost to the district, 
Dist. 59 Board of Education member 
Sharon Chavoen said. 


In a 4-3 vote, the Dist. 59 board 


Monday directed administrators to 
survey parents immediately via a 


bulk mailing about the alternative 
education proposal proposed by Mrs. 
Chavoen. 


THE PROPOSAL focuses on aca- 


demic achievement in a structured 
classroom, and calls for less time to 
be devoted to social adjustment and 
more to developing a fundamental 
competency in reading, writing and 
arithmetic at the earliest grade pos- 
sible. 


Board Pres. Harold Harvey and 


members Paul Kucharski, Richard 
Stamm and Mrs. Chavoen voted to 
survey parents about the program 
proposal after hearing a report by the 


district's 'alternative education com- 
mittee. 


The committee told the board that 


its survey of 16 of the district's 21 
principals showed the number of 
educational approaches within the dis- 
trict is not extensive. They recom- 
mended that a system of true alterna- 
tive education, specifically one stress- 
ing academic achievement in a struc- 
tured and disciplined classroom, be 
^provided for students who desire and 


need it. 


"If we survey parents and they say 


they don't want this, that will be the 
end of it," Mrs. Chavoen said. "If 


they do want it though, we'll have 
meetings to hone the proposal down 
into a workable project." 


BOARD MEMBERS Judith Zanca, 


Emil Bahnmaier and Barbara So- 
mogyi opposed the survey. 


"The mailing is another expense to 


the district at a time when we're al- 
ready talking of cutting the budget," 
Mrs. Zanca said. The administration 
did not know how much the mailing 
would cost. 


She also took issue with the way the 


survey questions are worded and said 
there is no room for parents to say 


they think their schools already are 
providing much of what the alter- 
native education proposal promises. 


The proposal states that the optional 


program will challenge children to do 
their best through establishing a con- 
sistent set of standards; augment the 
teaching of parents about citizenship, 
personal responsibility, discipline and 
respect; provide a comprehensive 
written system of reporting students' 
progress against a measurable set of 
standards and the class average; and 
ensure the rights of all children to an 
education by enforcement of dis-

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was Heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never In doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values o^man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,'319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look'into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. If voters favored 
the 


a m e n d m e n t , they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Peony heritage blooms again here

When Mary McCarthy was gradu- 


ated from high school in 1839, she re- 
ceived the first bouquet of her life. It 
was made of pale pink peonies. 


"I was just thrilled," she recalls. 


"When you grow up in Chicago with 
the postage-stamp yard, flowers are a 
very beautiful thing. And to think that 
all these flowers were for me." 


When she and her husband moved 


to Elk Grove Village in I960, the town 
was unofficially "the peony village." 
One of the year's highlights was the 
annual peony parade, "something that 
everyone looked forward to," she 
says, "We even made the the cover of 
The Chicago Tribune's magazine." 


After the parade, everyone would 


have picnics in their backyards. 


But with the growth and expansion 


of the village, the peony parade died 
for lack of interest, and the new- 
comers no longer knew of Elk Grove 
Village as the peony village. 


All of that may change. 
It all started when Mrs. McCarthy 


began researching the history of the 
village for a Bicentennial committee. 
She again came across the peony in 
her conversations with Roy Klehm of 
Klelim Nurseries, Arlington Heights, 
which is world famous for its peonies. 


AS KLEHM AND Mrs. McCarthy 


recalled how popular the peonies had 
been and how successful the parade 
had been, an idea arose: 


Why not dedicate a peony to Elk 


Grove? 


As it turned out, Klehm had regis- 


tered a full-flowered, deep pink peony 
that needed a name. Even though it is 
grown at Klehm's peony farm in 
Champaign, the new flower was chris- 
tened the "Elk Grove Peony." 


That was the beginning. Then came 


a village board resolution declaring 
Elk Grove Village the "peony vil- 
lage." 


TOMORROW, THE GARDEN club 


officially will change its name to the 
Peony Village Garden Club, probably 
with Mrs. McCarthy, it first honorary 
member, looking on. Next week, the 
club will start selling Elk Grove peo- 
nies as a fund-raising project. 


The club says it hopes that pictures 


of peonies will appear on street signs 
directing drivers to churches, schools, 
shopping and governmental buildings. 
Mrs. McCarthy already, has sketched 
a "Welcome to Elk Grove Village" 
sign that features a large peony and 
the legend: "The Peony Village." 


And eventually, Mrs. McCarthy 


shopes to revive the parade. 


"I don't expect we will have one 


right away," she says. "But I would 
hope that we could have a tremendous 
parade in four years when the village 
celebrates its 25th anniversary." 


B E C A U S E PEONIES are per- 


ennials and take very little care, Mrs. 
McCarthy said, "there's no reason 
why entrances to the village and local 
schools couldn't be planted with them, 


"Much qf this area was originally 


peony fields, and it's a shame' that 
we've lost our continuity with them 
and our past," she said. 


Mrs. McCarthy, who also is a char- 


'ter board member of the Elk Grove 
Village Historical Society, says cnil- 
dren today grow up without any ap- 
preciation for the history of the vil- 
lage 
, 


"Our children shouldn't be learning 


the history' of Chicago," she says. 
"They should be learning about Elk 
Grove. It's a very interesting commu- 
nity." 


"I'm just trying ,to draw people in 


— from all over the Village," she 
says, "We've had growing pains and 
we need something to bring us togeth- 
er. 


"I guess this whole project was just 


a shot in the dark. I really didn't do 
anything except maybe come up with 
the idea.

January a village representative re- 
quested that he return the Kobys' car 
and waive the towing and storage 
charges.

and on the streets of Bridgeport, the 
llth Ward, home of every Chicago 
mayor since 1933, it was election day 
as usual.

No matter how hot it gets, the larg- 


est of Schaumburg Park 
District's 


three swimming pools will be off lim- 
its to the public during the last week- 
end in July. 


The park board has agreed to re- 


serve Meineke Community Pool, 220 
E. Weatliersfield Way, for a July 29-31 
Amateur 
Athletic 
Union 
regional 


swimming meet. 


The meet is expected to attract 


4,000 visitors and may earn up to 
$2,000 in entry fees and admissions for 
the park district, but Park Board 
Pres. Joseph Roberts Jr. said he has 
"very strong mixed emotions." 


"I THINK THE MEET is a really 


super thing, something that is good 
for the community, the park district 
and all of the Schaumburg children 
who may be inspired by being able to 
see the event personally," said Rob- 
erts, who cast the lone dissenting vote 
when the park board approved the 
meet. 


"But I'm really concerned because 


of closing the pool for one evening and 
two full days," he said. That could 
create "hassles, particularly if the 
temperature reaches 102 degrees." 


Roberts' position is supported by 


Park and Recreation Director Paul 


Derda. Derda said he would like the 
"recognition" the meet will bring 
Schaumburg Park District, but he 
does not feel comfortable about clos- 
ing a tax supported swimming pool 
for two and one-half days. 


But Recreation Supt. Duane Hosi- 


mer says the proposal was "carefully 
thought out" before it was brought to 
the park board. He said he is pleased 
that the park district is being ap- 
proached by AAU. 


"We hope to get village and town- 


ship officials interested in promoting 
the entire weekend of the meet as a 


big community event," Hosimer said. 


AND HE DOES NOT believe closing 


Meineke Fool will place a hardship on 
residents who want to swim that 
weekend. 


.While Meineke has a 1,600 capacity, 


Hosimer believes the swim load can 
be picked up by Bock Pool, which 
holds a maximum 1,000, and Atcher 
Pool with a 1,300 capacity. 


If hot weather overcrowds Bock and 


Atcher pools that weekend, he says, 
those pools can be operated on 
"shifts"—cleared periodically to make 
room for those waiting to swim. 


Meinke Pool was used last year for 


an AAU prequalifying diving meet 
that is scheduled this year for July 9. 
During diving meets, however, only a 
special diving well is closed to the 
public. Swimming is allowed in the 
rest of the pool area. 


Park Commissioners David Johnson 


and Douglas McLemore approved the 
weekend swimming meet that will be 
sponsored by the park district and the 
Camp Duncan YMCA, Round Lake, 
111. Commissioners Michael P. Doher- 
ty and John Brandenburg were ab- 
sent. 


Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) — Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated: 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given 'me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446'precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity."- ~ 
^ 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief."" Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. If voters favored 
the 


a m e n d m e n t , they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Inverness will file suit to block de- 


velopment of a SO-acre subdivision 
which was annexed Monday by the 
Hoffman Estates village board, In- 
verness Village Pres. Russell Puzey 
said. ' 


Puzey said Hoffman Estates Village 


Pres. Virginia Hayter "was com- 
pletely going back on her word" by 
approving the Manchester Cove subdi- 
vision project, which borders the In- 
verness village limits at the northeast 
corner of Algonquin and Ela roads. 


Puzey said he objects to the subdi- 


vision because of its density and be- 
cause it "blocks off a natural boundry 
to Inverness." He said he will ask ad- 
jacent property owners to file suit 
jointly with the village. 


PLANS BY the developer, Arling- 


dale Development of Hoffman Es- 


tates, call for 138 single-family homes 
on the SO acres, or about three homes 
per acre. Inverness consists of single- 
family homes on one-acre lots. 


Puzey said approving a project of 


such density without Inverness con- 
sent violates a verbal agreement with 
Mrs. Hayter concerning inter-village 
approval of projects bordering village 
limits. 


"It's completely foreign to the spirit 


of cooperation we've been trying to 
have for a long time," Puzey said. 
"We are very unhappy." 


Puzey said the project also violates 


comprehensive plans by Inverness,, 
the Harrington Area Council of Gov- 
ernments and Cook County. "They 
simply just ignored it," he said. 


MRS. 
HAYTER said Puzey was 


basing his charges on "boundary 


agreements that never came to be" 
after discussed in 1973. 


"Mr. Puzey, in his mind, has con- 


vinced himself there was some kind of 
agreement," Mrs. Hayter said. "What 
he must remember is that nothing is 
agreed unless the boards come togeth- 
er. I want him to show me the written 
information ,(to prove there is a 
boundary agreement)." 


Mrs. Hayter said she had talked to 


Puzey concerning boundary agree- 
ments during the course of Harrington 
Area Council of Governments hear- 
ings which were aimed at making, 
long-term plans for development of 
the area. 


"He can in no way construe those to 


be legal commitments," she said. 
"When I made the presentation in 


1973 we .could have settled all this if 
he would have moved. He sat on it." 


MRS. HAYTER said it is "too late" 


to renegotiate an agreement con- 
cerning the Manchester Cove project. 


She said there are persons "willing 


to pay $80,000 to $100,000" for a new 
home and "they'd like to remain in 
the village limits (of Hoffman Es- 
tates.)" ' i 


Puzey said he is not certain with 


wfiat legal grounds,Inverness will try 
to block development of Manchester 
Cove. He said he is turning over the 
legalities, to Village Atty. J. William 
Bralthwaite. 


"We think it's a little pimple on the 


Hoffman Estates map and it shouldn't 
mean anything to them. But it means 
a lot to Inverness," Puzey said. 


Zoners make waves on radio rule 


In October 1975 the Hoffman Es- 


tates Zoning Board of Appeals began 
studying regulation of amateur radio 
towers. 


Two sets of public hearings were 


held, eight sessions in all. Reams of 
testimony were taken. Scores of citi- 
zens, mostly amateur 
radio en- 


thusiasts, were questioned. 


Now the zoning board would like to 


reopen public hearings on the subject. 


Some village officials — most notab- 


ly, Trustee Jeanne M. Pavey — figure 
enough is enough. 


"I DON'T SEE ANY sense in any 


more hearings," she says. "It would 
be a waste of time and money, be- 
cause the same people would show 
up." 


But William Weaver, chairman of 


tho zoning board, says if hearings 
aren't reopened, the village could end 
up with regulations that don't do the 
job and that could be vulnerable if 
taken to court. 


The village board ruled against the 


zoning board's request earlier this 
week, but the matter may not end 
there. 


The village board was short-handed 


when it voted 3 to 2 against any more 
hearings and Weaver said Tuesday 
the zoning board will discuss going 
back to the trustees, when two absent 
members are present, with another 
request for additional hearings. 


At the very least, it appears the 


zoning board will fight tooth and nail 
against the two proposals that have 
resulted from the investigations thus 
far. 


WEAVER PREDICTED that much 


to the village board Monday night in 
quiet, measured words. 


"We'll speak against both. Very 


strongly," he said. "I'm sorry, but 
both those ordinances are not accept- 
able." 


One proposed ordinance says the 


towers should be limited to 35 feet in 
height or 10 feet over the roof line, a 
maximum of 45 feet, under existing 
zoning. 


Under that proposed ordinance, a 


person could ask the village for a spe- 
cial use for towers up to 80 feet high, 
a procedure that would allow neigh- 
bors to voice an opinion on the tower. 


The other proposed ordinance would 


allow antennas and towers to a max- 


imum of 35 feet with no provision for 
a special use, but radio enthusiasts 
could ask the village for a variance 
for a higher tower, which also would 
enable neighbors to speak on the is- 
sue. 


"THOSE TWO ordinances, by them- 


selves, either one of them is not 
enough," Weaver says. "It's a short- 
run solution without additional stan- 
dards." 


The main problem with them, he 


says, is that they could result in hav- 
ing neighbors decide whether the tow- 
er Ms built. That practice, he says, 
would not be upheld in court, accord- 
ing to lawyers. 


"I wonder if you're abrogating your 


zoning to what neighbors think," he 
says. 


As a result, Weaver says, the zoning 


board would like another crack at the 
regulations. If more hearings 
are 


scheduled, he says, real estate people 
could be sought to determine what im- 
pact radio towers have on neighboring 
property values. 


"We hope to bring forth additional 


testimony," he says. 


However, costs of more public hear- 


ings probably would be about $250 to 
300. 


AND MRS. PAVEY says she doubts 


whether many people who hadn't tes- 
tified previously would testify now. 


The zoning board could call 25 real 


estate experts, she says, .and if they 
all said property values wouldn't be 
diminished, she still wouldn't agree. 


"It would drag on, certainly," Mrs. 


Pavey says. "In my heart, I don't 
think they would come up with any- 
thing startling that we didn't know al- 
ready," 


She says she doesn't know whether 


the two proposals that apparently are 
on their way to the board will solve 
the problem .because they haven't 
been submitted! 


But, she says, the board has enough 


information from all of the previous 
testimony .to make any necessary 
changes in those regulations without 
returning to public hearings. 


Meanwhile, the village still has little 


regulation of the radio towers. 
' 


"Use of this type of equipment is 


proliferating," Mrs. Pavey says, "and 
I think we need some type of control."

A salary proposal calling for an av- 


erage 8.5 per cent wage increase in 
1977-78 for Schaumburg Township 
Dlst. 34 teachers has been approved 
by members of the district teacher's 
union. 


Teachers voted Monday night to ac- 


cept the salary proposal. Dist. 54 As- 
sociate Supt. Milt Derr said he does 
not know the exact vote totals, but 
said "It was about 550 to 50." 


The Dist. 54 Board of Education, 


which received the salary proposal in 
closed session Wednesday, is expected 
to vote on ratification of the contract 
at its June 16 board meeting. 


TEACHERS WILL begin the second 


year of their two-year contract in Sep- 


tember. The contract calls for nego- 
tiation of salary only for next year. 


The teachers' salary increase in- 


cludes a 5 per cent across-the-board 
raise and a step increase of from 5 
per cent to 7 per cent, depending on 
each teacher's education and experi- 
ence. Teachers with more education 
and experience receive the greater 
percentage. 


The step increase is based on the 


salary given to a beginning teacher in. 
the district. The 1977-78 base salary 
will be $10,325, up from $9,850 this 
year. The top salary, for a teacher 
with 16 years of experience, a mas- 
ter's degree and 30 hours toward a 
doctoral degree will be $21,063 up 
from $20,094. 


It is the second year in a row that 


Dist. 54 teachers and the board have 
settled the teacher contract before the 
close of school. 


TWO YEARS AGO, teachers went 


on strike for three days after salary 
negotiations for the third year of a. 
three-year contract broke down. 


Board Pres. Elizabeth Carpenter 


and Union Pres. Charlotte Weber 
Tuesday released a joint statement 
saying "This round of negotiations 
has been an exceptional experience 
for both teams, and has established a 
relationship of mutual trust and re- 
spect." 


David Tomchek, who has been the 


union's professional negotiator for the

Mrs. Weber said the

IN LETTERS TO Mrs. Koby and 


her husband, Jim, between last July 
and May, administrators cited local 


and state laws defining abandoned 
and inoperable vehicles as ones which 
cannot be driven or have not been 
used For seven consecutive days, 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "In an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours unless it is in an enclosed ga- 
rage." 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those rules were 


written, to keep junk heaps off the 
street. But those rules do not fit my 
situation." 


The car's front fender and grill

Many unaware water use ban is total 


A total ban on outdoor water use in 


Rolling Meadows is going into its 12th 
day, but many city employes, elected 
officials and residents are unaware 
such a ban is in effect. 


"I've never been informed of a 


sprinkling ban," said Aid. William Ah- 
rens, 2nd. "As far as I'm concerned, 
until I'm informed I'm going to tell 
people they can sprinkle with a hand- 
held hose." 


Officially, that is prohibited. So are 


washing cars, filling wading pools and 
washing outdoor windows and pave- 
ment. And the city will not issue per- 


mits to water new sod or ftewly seed- 
ed lawns. 


But many of the aldermen and the 


mayor have been telling residents it is 
OK to sprinkle with a hose. 


T H E 
MISUNDERSTANDING 


apparently began on May 27 when 
Public Works Director John Hennessy 
asked residents to conserve water 
during the Memorial Day weekend. 
He suggested that homeowners water 
their lawns with hand-held hoses, not 
automatic sprinklers. 


Facedwith declining water levels 


the next day, Hennessy exercised his 


authority to ban all outdoor uses of 
water. 


Aid. Raymond Neuckranz, 1st, said 


he was out of town Memorial Day 
weekend when loundspeaker-equipped 
trucks announced the ban. He has re- 
ceived no other word from city hall. 


"You'd think that with something as 


drastic as a sprinkling ban they could 
put a notice in the aldermen's mail- 
boxes," he said 


MAYOR ROLAND J. MEYER said 


he thinks the citizens are, "very con- 
fused" and he blamed the city's ad- 


ministrators for a "lack of decision- 
making " 


"I don't know what the policy is, 


and I don't know if Chuck Green or 
Palmer or Hennessy know what it is." 


Meyer said he received about five 


calls during the weekend and told the 
residents it was OK to water with a 
hand-held hose. 


"Then someone from the city told 


me it was a total ban," he said.

Tuesday were unsure of what type of 
sprinkling ban is in effect. Cindy 
Scweikert, secretary to City Mgr. 


Thomas Palmer, said she knew the 
ban was total during the weekend, but 
thought -it might have eased during 
the week because less water is used 
then.

fice would not tell a reporter if a 
sprinkling ban was in effect. 


"That information will have to

Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God ind the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
'ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citiiens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


• The amendment, passed by 
the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. 
If voters 
favored

a m e n d m e n t , they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Palatine-area 
community groups 


will be invited to a meeting to discuss 
the establishment of an after-school 
day-care service, the Palatine Town- 
ship Dlst. 15 Board of Education de- 
cided Tuesday. 


Board members asked Karen Sel- 


man, director of the Palatine Town- 
ship Community Child-Care Center, to 
draft a letter to churches, community 
service groups and governmental bod- 
ies assessing their interest in begin- 


ning a program to care for children 
with working parents after school and 
asking for the groups' participation in 
developing the program. 


The request for the letter followed 


two hours of mostly negative dis- 
cussion concerning the possibility of 
establishing an after-school day-care 
program in the schools. 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed con- 


c e r n 
over possible district In- 


volvement in administering the pro- 


gram, lack of space in the schools and 
the philosophical implications of as- 
suming what was viewed by most 
members as a parental responsibility. 


"I'll be blunt," board member Ev- 


erett Charlier said. "I think this is the 
responsibility of the parents. (The 
day-care service) becomes a baby- 
sitting clinic and not activity-ori- 
ented." 


John Walter, a Palatine Township 


resident who came to the board with a 


statement signed by 139 persons, 
shared Charlier's view. 


"The parents' relationaship with 


their children is important," Walter 
said, leafing through a sheaf of news- 
paper stories related to the issue. 
"The question is, should it be made 
easy for parents to go to work if they 
really don't have to and leave their 
kids?" 


P a l a t i n e r e s i d e n t Barbara 


McElhinny told the board she was a 


"conscientious parent" who would 
like to see an after-school day-care 
program. She volunteered to work on 
its development. 


The program proposed to the board 


in February by child-care center di- 
rector Selman would be a self-sup- 
porting one in which parents pay tui- 
tion to cover the costs of supplies and 
personnel. Selman said the tuition at 
existing programs in the Chicago area 
averages $10 to $20 per week for each 


child. 


A survey of after-school use of. dis- 


trict buildings conducted after the 
F e b r u a r y meeting with Selman 
showed the district would have to 
reorder its priorities for after-school 
programs to make room for a day- 
care service. The board expressed re- 
luctance to begin tampering with the 
after-school schedule, which includes 
scouting and park district programs 
as well as school-related athletics and 
club activities. 


Township to set rules, priorities for allocating funds 


The Palatine Township Board will 


"establish the ground rules and begin 
to set the priorities" next week for 
allocation of 1977-78 federal-revenue 
sharing funds. 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen 


said a board meeting next Monday 
will be devoted to figuring out a for- 
mula for distributing the funds to 
most of the 14 agencies which have 
applied for them. 


The township must work out a new 


distribution plan this year because of 
a clerical error in their fund appli- 
cation. It is estimated that the error, 
which was made by the federal or 
state government, would have short- 
changed the township out of at least 
$70,000 in revenue-sharing funds. 


THE ERROR HAS been corrected 


and the township will get its full 
share, but it will have to wait until 
October to get it. There is no exact 
figure on how much more than its 


original $174,000 the township will re- 
ceive. 


Olsen has estimated that the town- 


ship will receive at least $70,000 more 
based on the difference between this 
year's $174,000 and last year's total of 
$236,000 in revenue-sharing funds. 


"I'd be very much surprised if we 


know before the end of July (the ex- 
act amount)," Olsen said. 


One option discussed by the board is 


to fund the agencies on a monthly per- 


centage of their request until the 
township receives the rest of its mon- 
ey in October. 


OLSEN SUGGESTED four cate- 


gories for allocating revenue-sharing 
funds: 


• Agencies that are funded primar- 


ily by the township and are dependent 
on revenue-sharing funds, 


• Agencies that are "worthwhile" 


and are expanding; 


• Agencies that have a "clear cut" 


need but have their own taxing pow- 
er; 


• Agencies with low township prior- 


ity and low dependence on township 
funds for their existence. 


Olsen said agencies falling into the 


final two categories probably would 
not be considered for Revenue-sharing 
funds until the township gets its extra 
money in October. 


He said it is likely that the township 


will have to go through another set of 
public hearings on revenue-sharing 


funds when' the October allotment 
comes in. 


No allocations will x be, made until 


the June 27 board meeting. 


Shelter Inc., Hoffman Estates, was 


the test agency to make its public 
request to the board Shelter's request 
of $6,264 brings the total of requests to

PALMER SAID HE WAS sorry the

It 
will allow sprinkling in the evenings 
wjth a hand-held hose and will take 
effect as soon as it is passed. But if 
an emergency still exists, Hennessy 
can call for a total ban, Green said.

She went to Balling Meadows City 


Hall Tuesday to request a permit to 
water a section of the grass that has 
been attacked by a fungus caused by 
the dry conditions. She was turned 
down. 


The woman, who declined to give

"If those seedlings don't get water, 


they'll shrivel up and die," she said.

How- 
ever, she said hot, dry conditions can 
cause the fungus that is damaging the 
Creekside family's lawn. The fungus, 
fusarium, is in the soil and will grow 


whenever the conditions are favorable 
and make "large dry rings" in the 
lawn. 


Fire Lt. Ted Loesch has a philo- 


sophical view of the brown lawn situ- 
ation. 


"If the good Lord wants my lawn to 


be green, he'll make it rain," he said. 


Peony heritage blooms again here

When Mary McCarthy was gradu- 


ated from high school in 1939, she re- 
ceived the first bouquet of her life. It 
was made of pale pink peonies. 


"1 was just thrilled," she recalls. 


"When you grow up in Chicago with 
the postage-stamp yard, flowers are a 
very beautiful thing. And to think that 
all these flowers were for me." 


When she and her husband moved 


to Elk Grove Village in i960, the town 
was unofficially "the peony village." 
One of the year's highlights was the 
annual peony parade, "something that 
everyone looked forward to," she 
says. "We even made the the cover of 
The Chicago Tribune's magazine." 


After the parade, everyone would 


have picnics in their backyards. 


But with the growth and expansion 


of the village, the peony parade died 
for lack of Interest, and the new- 
comers no longer knew of Elk Grove 
Village as the peony village. 


All of that may change. 
It all started when Mrs. McCarthy 


began researching the history of the 
village for a Bicentennial committee. 
She again came across the peony in 


her conversations with Roy Klehm of 
Klehm Nurseries, Arlington Heights, 
which is world famous for its peonies. 


AS KLEHM AND Mrs. McCarthy 


recalled how popular the peonies had 
been and how successful the parade 
had been, an idea arose: 


Why not dedicate a peony to Elk 


Grove? 


As It turned out, Klehm had regis- 


tered a full-flowered, deep pink peony 
that needed a name. Even though it is 
grown at Klehm's peony farm in 
Champaign, the new flower was chris- 
tened the "Elk Grove Peony." 


That was the beginning. Then came 


a village board resolution declaring 
Elk Grove Village the "peony vil- 
lage." 


TOMORROW, THE GARDEN club 


officially will change its name to the 
Peony Village Garden Club, probably 
with Mrs. McCarthy, it first honorary 
member, looking on. Next week, the 
club will start selling Elk Grove peo- 
nies as a fund-raising project 


The club says it hopes that pictures 


of peonies will appear on street signs 
directing drivers to churches, schools, 


shopping and governmental buildings. 
Mrs. McCarthy already has sketched 
a "Welcome to Elk Grove Village" 
sign that features a large peony and 
the legend; "The Peony Village." 


And eventually, Mrs. McCarthy 


hopes to revive the parade. 


"I don't expect we will have one 


right away," she says. "But I would 
hope that we could have a tremendous 
parade in four years when the village 
celebrates its 25th anniversary." 


B E C A U S E PEONIES are per- 


ennials and take very little care, Mrs. 
McCarthy said, "there's no reason 
why entrances to the village and local 
schools couldn't be planted with them, 


"Much of this area was originally 


peony fields, and it's a shame that 
we've lost our continuity with them 
and our past," she said. 


Mrs. McCarthy,>who also is a char- 


ter board member of the Elk Grove 
Village Historical Society, says chil- 
dren today grow up without any ap- 
preciation for th6 history of the vil-

the history of Chicago," she says. 
"They should be learning about Elk 


Grove. It's a very interesting commu- 
nity."

Police made 426 special patrols in 


that neighborhood between the hours 
of 3 and 11 p.m. during May, accord- 
Ing to a report by Police Chief Harry 
Walsh. 


"When the police came by, they 


saw nothing. We just can't catch them 
at It," Gozdecki says. Without wit- 
nesses to offenses, the police are pow- 
erless, he says. 


BUT, THE RESIDENTS are afraid 


to sign formal complaints for fear of 
reprisal against their property. One 
resident became upset when a police 
officer investigating the problem ap- 
proached her home because 
she 


feared she would be singled out by the 


youths. 


"We had hoped there was one little 


right that could protect us. These 
people (the youths) have so many 
rights. All we want to do is live in 
peace," the woman says. 


"I do not fear for my life. Everf if I 


did I would not admit it to them, a 
group of 14-year-olds. I fear for my 
property and reprisals," she says. 


"What will a judge do, turn around 


and say, 'So you threw beer cans on a 
lawn.' They (village trustees) were all 
sympathetic, but there is nothing they 
can do. You would have to change the 
whole Supreme Court. Can I fight the 
Supreme Court?" she says. 


TRUSTEES SUGGESTED the resi- 


dents organize and talk to the teen- 
agers about the problem. 


"I am not a fighter," laments the 


woman who has all but given up on 
getting rid of the gangs. "That's so 
inefficient." 


And so, she will wait and see what 


happens next. She fears publicity giv- 
en the matter may attract other teen- 
agers to the area. She would like ev- 
eryone to forget about the problem 
and hopes It goes away. 


"Why don't you leave us alone, 


there is nothing you can do. Go find 
some other story you can do some- 
thing about," she tells a reporter as 
she closes her door again.

You 
can't win." 


IN LETTERS TO Mrs. Koby and 


her husband. Jim, between last July 
and May. administrators cited local 


and state laws defining abandoned 
and inoperable vehicles as ones which 
cannot be driven or have not been 
used for seven consecutive days. 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "In an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours' unless it is in an enclosed ga- 
rage." 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those rules were

On the stage of the Bismarck 


Theatre, Bilandic. a man and a name 
most people never heard of six 
months ago, stood between his aged 
mother. Minnie, and his flashy fiancee 
Heather Morgan. He was now the 
people's choice to head the nation's 
second biggest city. 


"I will work In the same manner to 


help all Chicago neighborhoods and 
our downtown, the neighborhood that 
belongs to all the people," the soft- 
spoken Bilandic said. 


IT WAS AN appropriate summation 


of a campaign that had promised a 
continuation of the policies, If not the 
pizzazz, of the late Chicago Mayor 
Richard J.Daley. 


Officially, the election ended at 7:15 


p m. Tuesday when Chicago Aid. Den- 
nis Block conceded defeat. But unoffi- 
cially, the election was over before it 
ever began. 


Bilandic, 54, trounced his 29-year- 


old opponent Chicago style, capturing 
80 per cent of the relatively small 
number of voters who turned out.

Diane Walsh has run out of tears.

the jury decided Antonio Perez, 25, of 
Chicago, is innocent of the murder. 


JUDGE BRIAN DUFF of the Cook 


County Circuit Court declared a mis- 
trial on armed robbery and burglary 
charges after a poll of the jury dis- 
closed an 11 to 1 deadlock on the two 
charges. 


Assistant State's Atty. Ron Magnes 


said a decision will be made today 
whether to retry Perez on the armed 
robbery and burglary charges. 


"It's 
been a long night," Mrs. 


Walsh said. "The law covered him 
(Perez) 
beautifully. The accused 


rights' were honored more than my 
father's." 


Dinverno, 57, was found in April 


1975, bound hand and foot and shot in 
the head several times at close range 
in his fashionable home at 404 In- 
verdale Dr., near Harrington. Police 
theorized he had surprised burglars. 


The verdict came after two weeks 


of testimony and one week of pretrial 
motions Judge Duff today will decide 
whether the other man accused in the 
case, Arthur Perez (not related), 30, 
will be tried immediately.

Opinion sought on after-school day care 


Palatine-area 
community groups 


will be Invited to a meeting to discuss 
the establishment of an after-school 
day-care service, the Palatine Town- 
ship Dist. 15 Board of Education de- 
cided Tuesday. 


Board members asked Karen Sel- 


man, director of the Palatine Town- 
ship Community Child-Care Center, to 
draft a letter to churches, community 
service groups and governmental bod- 
ies assessing their interest in begin- 
ning a program to care for children 
with working parents after school and 
asking for the groups' participation in 


developing the program. 


The request for the letter followed 


two hours of mostly negative dis- 
cussion concerning the possibility of 
establishing an after-school day-care 
program In the schools. 


BOARD MEMBERS expressed con- 


c e r n over possible district in- 
volvement in administering the pro- 
gram, lack of space in the schools and 
the philosophical implications of as- 
suming what was viewed by most 
members as a parental responsibility. 


"I'll be blunt," board member Ev- 


erett Charller said. "I think this is the 


responsibility of the parents (The 
day-care service) becomes a baby- 
sitting clinic and not activity-ori- 
ented." 


John Walter, a Palatine Township 


resident who came to the board with a 
statement signed by 139 persons, 
shared Charlier's view. 


"The parents' relationship with 


their children is important," Walter 
said, leafing through a sheaf of news- 
paper stories related to the issue. 
"The question is, should it be made 
easy for parents to go to work if they 


really don't have to and leave then- 
kids?" 


P a l a t i n e r e s i d e n t Barbara 


McElhinny told the board she was a 
"conscientious parent" who would 
like to see an after-school day-care 
program. She volunteered to work on 
its development. 


The program proposed to the board 


in February by child-care center di- 
rector Selman would be a self-sup- 
porting one in which parents pay tui- 
tion to cover the costs of supplies and 
personnel. Selman said the tuition at 


existing programs in the Chicago area 
averages $10 to $20 per week for each 
child 


A survey of after-school use of dis- 


trict buildings conducted after the 
F e b r u a r y meeting with Selman 
showed the district would have to 
reorder its priorities for after-school 
programs to make room for a day- 
care service. The board expressed re- 
luctapce to begin tampering with the 
after-school schedule, which includes 
scouting and park district programs 
as well as school-related athletics and 
club activities. 


Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UP1) - Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dade's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who. or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values " 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fan* 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Corar. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed there was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to federal court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself was con- 


troversial. If voters 
favored 
the 


a m e n d m e n t , . they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and if they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Smith sidewalk 
to cost $9,741 


The sidewalk to be installed from Smith Street west to the Pala- 


tine Post Office on Colfax Street will cost $9,741, a figure lower 
than the original estimate of $14,000. 


The village administration, legislation and finance committee 


this week voted to accept the low bid of the Capitol Cement Co., 
Chicago. 


The post office sidewalk will be paid for by businesses along 


Colfax Street where the sidewalk will be installed. 


Ordinance asked on bids policy 
Trustee Richard W. Fonte, chairman of the administration, leg- 


islation and finance committee, asked the administration to pre- 
pare an ordinance establishing the board's policy of opening bids 
at board meetings. 


Bids now are opened at board meetings as part of a policy the 


board established by resolution four years ago. Fonte said he 
wants an ordinance so the policy will be binding in the future. 


Office-research zoning asked 
The planning, building and zoning committee voted to recom- 


mend the board adopt an ordinance establishing an office-research 
zoning category. The category would be used for large industrial 
office developments such as Square D Inc., which is building its 
International headquarters In Palatine. 


Special use for canopies OKd 
The committee voted to recommend to the board the granting of 


special-use permits to Union Federal Savings, 1212 W. Northwest 
Hwy., and Palatine Paint, 19 N. Bothwell St., to install canopies. 


Permit requests denied to firms 
The committee denied three requests from developers to build in 


Palatine, upholding recommendations from the zoning board of 
appeals and the plan commission. 


A special-use request for a Sambo's Restaurant in the Palatine 


Plaza was denied because of the adverse traffic impact the free- 
standing building would have at the Northwest Highway-Hicks 
Road Intersection. Developers wanted to place the building just 
east of the plaza entrance. 


A request by the Celebrity Center/Friendly Ice Cream Corp. to 


build at the southwest corner of Smith Street and Northwest High- 
way was denied because the land is in the flood plain. 


A request for building approval from George B. Anderson to 


build single-family homes at the northwest corner of Smith Street 
and Michigan Avenue also was denied because the land is in the 
flood plain. 


Restaurant to apply for addition 


The Jack-In-The-Box Restaurant, 4 Northwest Hwy., has agreed 


to apply for a special-use permit in order to build an addition to 
the building for storage. 


The restaurant is a legal non-conforming use because it was 


built before the village required restaurants to seek special-use 
permits. The addition cannot be built unless the restaurant receiv- 
es a special-use permit. 


Inverness to sue over land annex 


Inverness will file suit to block de- 


velopment of a 50-acre subdivision 
which was' annexed Monday by the 
Hoffman Estates village board, In- 
verness Village Pres. Russell Puzey 
said. 


Puzey said Hoffman Estates Village 


Pres. Virginia Hayter "was com- 
pletely going back on her word" by 
approving the Manchester Cove subdi- 
vision project, which borders the In- 
verness village limits at the northeast 
comer of Algonquin and Ela roads. 


Puzey said he objects to the subdi- 


vision because of its density and be- 
cause it "blocks off a natural boundry 
to Inverness." He said he will ask ad- 
jacent property owners to file suit 
jointly with the village. 


PLANS BY the developer, Arling- 


dale Development of Hoffman Es- 


tates, call for 138 single-family homes 
on the 50 acres, or about three homes 
per acre. Inverness consists of single- 
family homes on one-acre lots. 


Puzey said approving a project of 


such density without Inverness con- 
sent violates a verbal agreement with 
Mrs. Hayter concerning inter-village 
approval of projects bordering village 
limits. 


"It's completely foreign to the spirit 


of cooperation we've been trying to 
have for a long time," Puzey said. 
"We are very unhappy." 


Puzey said the project also violates 


comprehensive plans by Inverness,, 
the Barrington Area Council of Gov- 
ernments and Cook County. "They 
simply just ignored it," he said. 


MRS. 
HAYTER said Puzey was 


basing his charges on "boundary 


agreements that never came to be" 
after discussed in 1973. 


"Mr. Puzey, in his mind, has con- 


vinced himself there was some kind of 
agreement," Mrs. Hayter said. "What 
he must remember is that nothing is 
agreed unless the boards come togeth- 
er. I want him to show me the written 
information (to prove there is a 
boundary agreement)." 


Mrs. Hayter said she had talked to 


Puzey concerning boundary agree- 
ments during the course of Barrington 
Area Council of Governments hear- 
ings which were aimed at making 
long-term plans for development of 
the area. 


"He can in no way construe those to 


be legal commitments," she said. 
"When I made the presentation in 


1973 we could have settled all this if 
he would have moved. He sat on it." 


MRS. HAYTER said it is "too late" 


to renegotiate an agreement 
con- 


cerning the Manchester Cove project. 


She said there are persons "willing 


to pay $80,000 to $100,600" for a new 
home and "they'd like to remain in 
the village limits (of Hoffman Es- 
tates.)" 


Puzey said he is not certain with 


what legal grounds Inverness will try 
to block development of Manchester 
Cove. He said he is turning over the 
legalities to Village Atty. J. William 
Braithwaite. 


"We think it's a little pimple on the 


Hoffman Estates map and it shouldn't 
mean anything to them. But it means 
a lot to Inverness," Puzey said.

Major crime down 12% in village 


Serious crime in Palatine decreased 


12 per cent last year, but Police Chief 
Jerry Bratcher said he is concerned 
about the growing number of auto 
thefts in the village and other sub- 
urbs. 


"There's a trend throughout the 


suburban area in auto thefts," Brat- 
cher said. "It's steadily climbing and 
that concerns me more than the fluc- 
tuations in other categories." 


Figures on crime released by the 


department for 1976-77 show 63 motor 
vehicle thefts in Palatine, an increase 
of 24 per cent over 1975-76 while at- 
tempted motor vehicle theft went 
from 7 to 13, an 86 per cent increase. 


BRATCHER SAID in talks with oth- 


er villages he has found Palatine is 
not alone in experiencing a growing 
number of auto thefts and officials 
suspect the incidents may be the re- 
sult of professional groups rather than 
young pranksters. 


"They seem to be striking the Cut- 


lass, Monte Carlo and that type of line 
which leads you to believe it's more 
the work of 'professionals," he said. 
"It's something we want to study 
areawide to get a better picture." 


Bratcher said the key to reducing 


auto thefts is to educate the public to 
lock their cars and take the keys. 
Bratcher said most auto thefts in the 
village occur when unlocked cars are 
kept in driveways and shopping cen- 


ters 


Figures which show a 17 per cent 


increase in vandalism, also are some- 
what disturbing to Bratcher, but he 
said the figures are not alarming con- 
sidering the growth of the village. 


"I would like it to go down but when 


you put it against our experience' of 
two years ago it's not too bad," he 
said. 


BRATCHER 
SAID the village's 


marijuana ordinance appears to be 
showing significant results in court 
with most judges assessing minimum 
fines to offenders, not the case before 
the decriminalization measure was 
adopted. 


There were 68 arrests for possession 


of small amounts of marijuana in 
1976-77, an 8 per cent increase over 
the previous year. 


Other figures show the village had a 


decrease in armed robberies (down 25 
p e r 
cent), 
strong-arm 
robberies 


(down 20 per cent), aggravated bat- 
teries (down 20 per cent) and aggra- 
vated assaults (down 22 per cent). 


Forcible burglaries and attempted 


burglaries rose by 15 per cent and 21 
per cent. 


Bralcher said he Is pleased with the 


decrease in the over-all number of 
serious crimes, those in which1 a vic- 
tim is involved. 


"I'm happy with the over-all de- 


crease, but you can never be satisfied 
with it," he said. "I would like to see 
the burglaries and auto thefts go 


down." 


Bratcher said he also would like to 


see the village's record or. arrests and 
convictions improve. In 1976-77 the 
clearance rate for serious crimes was 
20 per cent, down from the 24 per cent 
rating of 1975-76. 


Juvenile court still a long way off 


Palatine had been one of the strong- 


est supporters of locating a Northwest 
suburban branch of the juvenile court 
In Schaumburg. 


Yet, 
when that court opens July 12, 


Palatine police -will continue to travel 
to Skofde to testify In local juvenile 
cases. 


Rolling Meadows and 
Arlington 


Heights find themselves in the same 
boat. They backed the juvenile court 
proposal, and they will continue to 
bring their juvenile cases to Skokle. 


NONE OK THESE communities are 


surprised. They knew the action prob- 
ably 
wouldn't 
Immediately affect 


them because they are on the wrong 
side of a Judicial district boundary. 


"We didn't get any orders to change 


towns from one district to another," 
said 
Michael 
Heneghan, 
adminis- 


trative assistant for the Cook County 
Circuit Court. "We were not told to 
break district lines." 


Cases that will be heard In Schaum- 


burg will be from communities in the 
western half of the third district:

William Muhlenfeld, executive di- 


rector of the Northwest Municipal 
Conference, an association of 16 area 
communities, said Monday that the 
action could eventually bring juvenile 
courts closer to other area suburbs. 


"THIS IS A continuing effort," he 


said, adding that the action, an- 
nounced last week by John S. Boyle, 
chief judge of the circuit court, can be 
viewed as "a step towards redistrict- 
ing" 


The action, said Boiling Meadows 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer, could help 
spawn a juvenile branch in another 
Northwest suburb for the second dis- 
trict, 


' ' O n c e it gets established in 


Schaumburg, I think that they'll find 
out, 
like they did in Niles, that it's 


needed up here," Meyer said. "I think 
it's coming. This is a step forward." 


Palatine Village Prres. Robert Guss 


said Palatine was "honoring the 
requests made by the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal League" when it backed the 
Schaumburg proposal. Village offi- 
cials have not discussed redistricting 
possibilities, he said. 


"I'D BE HAPPY to have it redisl- 


ricted so we'd be closer fo Schaum- 
burg," Guss added. "H there's any 
way of doing it, I'd be more than open 
to it." 


Meanwhile, Meyer was philosophic 


about 
Rolling Meadows' exclusion 


from the Schaumburg court. 


"Im sure we'd prefer to go there," 


he said, "but not everybody can." 
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Township to set rules 
for revenue-sharing 


The Palatine Township Board will 


"establish the ground rules and begin 
to set the priorities" next week for 
allocation of 1977-78 federal-revenue 
sharing funds. 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen 


said a board meeting next Monday 
will be devoted to figuring out a for- 
mula for distributing the funds to 
most of the 14 agencies which have 
applied for them. 


The township must work out a new 


distribution plan this year because of 
a clerical error In their fund appli- 
cation. It is estimated that the error, 
which was made by the federal or 
state government, would have1 short- 
changed the township out of at least 
$70,000 In revenue-sharing funds. 


THE ERROR HAS been corrected 


and the township will get Its full 
share, but it will have to wait until 
October to get it. There Is no exact 
figure on bow much more than its 
original $174,000 the township will re- 
ceive. 


Olsen has estimated that the town- 


ship will receive at least $70,000 more 
based on the difference between this 
year's $174,000 and last year's total of 
$236,000 In revenue-sharing funds. 


"I'd be very much surprised if we 


know before the end of July (the ex- 
act amount)," Olsen said. 


One option discussed by the board is 


to fund the agencies on a monthly per- 


centage of their request until the 
township receives the rest of its mon- 
ey In October. 


OLSEN SUGGESTED four cate- 


gories for allocating revenue-sharing 
funds: 


• Agencies that are funded primar- 


ily by the township and are dependent 
on revenue-sharing funds; 
i 


• Agencies that are "worthwhile" 


and are expanding; 


• Agencies that have a "clear cut" 


need but have their own taxing pow- 
er; 


• Agencies with low township prior- 


ity and low dependence on township 
funds for their existence. 


Olsen said agencies falling into the 


final two categories probably would 
not be considered for revenue-sharing 
funds until the township gets its extra 
money in October. 


He said it is likely that the township 


will have to go through another set of 
public hearings on revenue-sharing 
funds when the October allotment 
comes in. 


No allocations will be made until 


the June 27 board meeting. 


Shelter Inc., Hoffman Estates, was 


the last agency to make its public 
request to the board. Shelter's request 
of $6,264 brings the total of requests to 
the 
township for 
revenue-sharing 


money to more than $330,000. Shelter 
is a nonprofit organization that pro- 
vides housing for foster children.

Carol Kobe's car was 10 years old 


and dented, but It was all she had. 


Last January Arlington Heights offi- 


cials ordered It towed from her drive- 
way and in May it was crushed. 


Now Mrs. Koby, who tried [or four 


months to get her car returned, has 
vowed to fight until the village admits 
Us mistake and pays her what the ve- 
hicle was worth., 


The village ticketed the car Tor 


being "inoperable and unlicensed," 
but Mrs. Koby said, "I chose not to 
drive the car and was told by the 
state that I dkln't have to have license 
plates if I didn't drive the car. Then 
the village comes along and says the 
car Is inoperable because I can't 
drive it without license plates. You 
can't win." 


IN LETTERS TO Mrs. Koby and 


her husband, Jim, between last July 
and May. administrators cited local 


and state laws defining abandoned 
and inoperable vehicles as ones which 
cannot be driven or have not been 
used for seven consecutive days. 


According to the statutes, no vehicle 


that is "in an inoperative condition or 
not licensed shall be permitted on any 
residential property for more than 48 
hours unless it is in an enclosed ga- 
rage." 


But the Kobys have no garage be- 


hind their rented frame home at 309 
W. Campbell St. 


Mrs. Koby disputes the village's le- 


gal logic. 


"I understand why those rules were 


written, to keep junk heaps off the 
street. But those rules do not fit my 
situation." 


The car's front fender and grill 


were damaged in an accident in Sep- 
tember 1975, but the car was still 
driveable. Mrs. Koby said she and her 
husband planned to get if fixed when

they could afford the $600 repair 
costs. 


THE KOBYS HAD not driven the 


car since December 1975 because they 
did not need the extra transportation 
and did not want to pay for 1976 li- 
cense plates. At that time, Koby 
brought home a company car and his 
wife got rides to her Elk Grove Vil- 
lage secretarial job. 


Then in March 1976 Koby lost his 


job and the use of the company car. 
But the Chrysler remained parked in 
the driveway of their home. 


In July the village got involved by 


ticketing the car and the Kobys' prob- 
lems with local authorities began. 


Arlington Heights 
administrators 


have another story, however. George 
L. Weinand, health services coordina- 
tor, talks about two unclaimed regis- 
tered letters sent to the Kobys, two 
unanswered messages and the Kobys' 
refusal to sign a release for the car. 


Mrs. Koby answers. "Twice they 


said they left messages with my 10- 
year-old daughter, Kim, which I never 
got. And I never received notice of a 
registered letter in the mail. 


"AND WE WERE TOLD by some- 


one at the village not to sign a release 
for the car until we had it in our pos- 
session," she said. "Otherwise what 
recourse would we have if they re- 
turned it stripped?" 
. Bill Zucaro Sr., manager of Globe 
Auto Recycling Co., which towed and 
destroyed the car, said that in mid- 


January a village representative re- 
quested that he return the Kobys' car 
and waive the towing and storage 
charges. 


But Zucaro said he was not able to 


return the car to them at the time 
they signed the release, so the Kobys 
didn't sign. Village officials read that 
as an uncooperative action and the 
differences between the two parties 
widened. 


But there are other problems with 


the accounts Zucaro and Mrs. Koby 
give, including the condition of the 
car. 


Mrs. Koby said she paid $900 for it 


in 1974, that it was equipped with 
leather seats, a rebuilt engine, new 
tires and air conditioning and except 
for the dented front fender and grill 
was in "perfect" condition. 


Zucaro said the auto was worth $15,

number of voters who turned out.

"It's 
been a long night," Mrs. 


Walsh said. "The law covered him 
(Perez) beautifully. The 
accused 


rights' were honored more than my 
father's." 


Dinverno, 57. was found in April 


1975, bound hand and foot and shot in 
the head several times at close range 
in his fashionable home at 404 In- 
verdale Dr., near Barrington. Police 
theorized he had surprised burglars. 


The verdict came after two weeks 


of testimony and one week of pretrial 
motions. Judge Duff today will decide 
whether the other man accused in the 
case, Arthur Perez (not related), 30, 
will be tried immediately.

Parks freebies policy expected to end 


A policy of giving free life-time 


p a r k privileges to all Prospect 
Heights Park Board commissioners 
and their families is expected to end 
aoon. 


The park board agreed during a 


special meeting Tuesday that the pol- 
icy is unreasonable and will draw up 
a new one at the next meeting June 
21. 


However, most of the meeting was 


spent attacking newspaper criticisms 
of the policy and defending free privi- 
leges extended to commissioners and 


their families while they serve on the 
board. 


PRESENT POLICY gives commis- 


sioners, full-dime employes and their 
families free building passes, free use 
of equipment rooms and pool at the 
Gary Morava Recreation Center and 
free park program enrollment. Park 
employes enjoy the privileges only as 
long as they work for the district. 


"I do think lifetime privileges are 


out of order," Comr. Fran Morava 
said, echoing the sentiments of other 
commissioners at the meeting. 


Mi's. 
Morava proposed 
a 
plan 


whereby commissioners 
and their 


families would enjoy free privileges 
after they leave the board for a time 
equal to their terra. In other words, a 
commissioner who served six years 
could enjoy free use of the facilities 
for six years after the term ended. 


The commissioners seemed in gen- 


eral agreement with the proposal ex- 
cept over the question of whether a 
former commissioner's entire family 
or just his or her spouse should quali- 
fy for the privileges. 


ONLY COMR. Bernie Olson opposed 


the plan entirely. "I'm against any 
commissioner receiving benefits after 
leaving the board," he said. 


He pointed out that city officials do 


not receive any free privileges. 


Commissioners 
agreed 
not 
to 


change the free privileges given to 
present board members and their 
families. 


"I don't see anything worng with 


park commissioner or their families 
getting use of the pools or use of the 


building," Board Pres. Joseph Les- 
niak said, adding he has never taken 
advantage of that privilege. 


Comr. Jack Sander said he polled 


about 30 residents, none of whom had 
complaints about the policy. 


"The press forced an issue where it 


didn't belong," Comr. Robert Barut 
said about Herald stories and edito- 
rials on the policy. "I do agree a life- 
time membership is out of whack be- 
cause now our facilities have ex- 
panded." 


Bryant backers win in vote on gay rights 


MIAMI (UPI) — Dade County citi- 


zens rallied behind Anita Bryant and 
voted 2-1 Tuesday to repeal a "gay 
rights" ordinance and the red-haired 
singer announced that "the laws of 
God" had been vindicated. 


The voting on the emotion-charged 


issue which divided churches, politi- 
cians and the community was heavier 
than expected — 41 per cent of Dado's 
712,000 registered voters. But the out- 
come was never in doubt after the 
first returns were counted. 


"Tonight the laws of God and the 


cultural values of man have been vin- 
dicated," said Miss Bryant, who or- 
ganized the church-based Save Our 
Children Inc., to fight for repeal of 
the law barring job and housing dis- 
crimination against homosexuals. 


"I THANK GOD for the strength He 


has given me, and I thank my fellow 
citizens who joined me in what at first 
was a walk through the wilderness," 
she told happy campaign workers and 
supporters. 


"The people of Dade County and the 


normal majority have said enough, 
enough, enough. They have voted to 
repeal an obnoxious assault on our 
moral values." 


With all 446 precincts counted, the 


vote to repeal the amendment that in- 
cluded homosexuals in Dade's Fair 
Housing and Employment Act was 
202,319 or 69.3 per cent to 89,562 or 
30.6 per cent. 


County Comr. Ruth Shack, who 


sponsored the ordinance and joined 
the fight by the Dade County Coalition 


for Human Rights and Miami Victory 
Campaign to keep it on the lawbooks, 
said she was "disappointed tbere was 
this incredible division in the commu- 
nity." 


COALITION LEADER Jack Camp- 


bell said they would "look into the 
possibility of going to fedenJ court 
for injunctive relief." Proponents of 
the law had campaigned for it on con- 
stitutional grounds, accusing Miss 
Bryant of fostering a "witch hunt." 


"I was surprised by the vote," he 


said. "It was a very emotional issue 
and there was a lot of uncertainty." 


The amendment, passed by the 


county commission January 18th, has 
been controversial from the outset. It 
has split churches, synagogues, politi- 
cians, a teachers union, and raised 
emotions to a fever pitch. 


Even the ballot itself -was con- 


troversial. If voters favored 
the 


a m e n d m e n t , they had to vote 
"against" repeal, and If they opposed 
it, they voted "for" repeal. Both sides 
said the wording caused confusion.

Noise pollution 
laws approved 


Noise and nuisance laws were approved Monday by the Prospect 


Heights City Council. 


The noise regulations prohibit repair or construction of buildings 


on Sundays. Work is permitted only between 6 a.m. and sunset 
Monday through Saturday. 


Steros must not disturb neighbors, and after midnight must not 


be heard more than 30 feet from the building in which they are 
played. 


The ordinance permits lawn mowing from 7 a.m. to 10 p.m., and 


prohibits motorists from driving cars without mufflers. 


Even whistling and singing are prohibited if loud enough to 


disturb "the comfort and repose" of persons Jn nearby buildings. 


The nuisance law prohibits any environmental condition detri- 


mental to health, such as pools of stagnant water, abandoned 
refrigerators, dense smoke and offensive odors. 


Violators of the ordinance can be fined from $10 to $500 for 


disturbing the peace. 


Street signs to aid police 


Signs will be placed along streets in the Quincy Park quadroml- 


nlum apartment complex to help police find addresses quickly. 


The signs, approved by the council, will be placed at each of 


numerous cul-de-sacs branching off the main roads, Cove and 
Quaker streets. They will designate which addresses are located in 
each cul-de-sac. The complex is located on Willow Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


The council also passed a traffic ordinance. Prior to the law's 


passage, police could not ticket for traffic violations.
